quital!; the Elayaniſts are obfcrycd to partake of the 
nature of Oze in divers qualities, ther. fore moſt 

roperly are they govern'd by the Oljue. Birſt, Gy! 
3s obſerved to ſwim ſtill on the top, and the reaton 
the Naturaliſts pive, is, becauſc aire dorh moſt 
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predominart in it, ſo are the Elayanicns lifted up with 

an ayrie conceipt ( for ambition 1s neught but ayri) that 
G—_ one are defign'd tobe Lords Paramounrofthe 
world, 

Oil will hardly or neve r (unlefle it be well beatca) 
mingle and incorporat with any other liquid thing - 
ſo the Elayaniſts whereſoever they come, doe very 
hardly agree , and ſympathize with any other Na 


| tion. | 


Moreover Oil hath a dilating quality, that by ſoft : 
inſenſfible degrees it ſpreads and ſtill gains upon the 
body where it tals, ſo they by politick cloſe ways uſe 
ro eat into, and incroach upon their Neighbours, Or 
more properly for this ſubjec& they are like the Tar- 
tarian plant Boraneth, which growing up to the viſible 
forme ot a L A M B, inſenſibly eats up all the grafle - 
round abour ir. 

Laſtly, Oil is ſlow, fmooth and ſolid, ſo are they - 
obſerved ro bein their motion, though it be a queſti- 
on yet unreſolved, whether their atte&ed :gravity and - 
ſlowneſs in their negoriations have tended more to 
their prejudice or advantage: And they would bring . 
all others, that have ro do with them, to follow +rheir -- 
flow pace, it being one of their maximes, that prticy 
muſt mov? afler the m*ti98 of Saturn, the higheſt: of the 
Planets ; yet ir is obſcry*d that although they are long }. 
in coaſul-irg, they are quick and ſudden in execiuing 
their deſigns, and therein are rather of the. nature of + 
the Mulberry, which the A: boliſts obſerve, to. be long -- 
in begetting and keeping his. buds, but the cold fea- 
ſons Tong paſs'd, he ſhoo:s them all our in a nighe; 
yet there be divers examples could be. produc'd - 
that their flegme hath.done them hurr, .1 am ſure ir 
broake the ] reaty of Alliance with Drxaim, which 
had bin ſo advantagiousuntothem as well appears, 
for they have gone down the wind eycr fince,

Another obſtacle ro Elayana's, pretended Monarchy 
may be, that it is obſerv'd, rhe Soveraign Miniſters 
ſhe employeth abroad in rhe higheſt kind of truſt, are 
ſo intenrive for the improvement of their own for- 
runes, that it is grown to a proverb, ſome of them 
guaw, others eet, and ſome devoure in thoſe places, 
wherein they arc depured ro bear Soveraign ſway ; 
Adde hereunto thar her forme of government is none 
of the pleafingſt, for ſhe chooſeth to rule rather by 
fear than by love, And where the gers any love, ir is 
drawn as threed —_— a needles eyc, our of the ap- 
prehenſions of fear, ir being one of her principles, 

That obedience derived from ſuch a love us ſureft, in rt 
gwd that fear as the carefulleſt and greateſt houſc-wife of 
our paſſions, ſwayeth more powerfully o're all the reft, and 
heeps them ftill im centinell : 4ad ſo makes good ſubſetis, 
as ut did Gods at firſt, 

Pramus ta 0;be Deos fecit Timor, 

Befides all this, as ow hath larely obſerved, Flayana 
harh been a good while troubled with a faſtidious if- 
tue, which ſhe caufed ro be made ar firſt for a dizzi- 
nes in the head that proceeded no doubr from that 
huge herght the is mounted unto; It was cautcrized 
at firſt by 1tet:a, who ferch'd her iron from D:uma,and . 
Amprlona; arthe beginning ir purg'd only the exoſſe 
humos:'s, but afrerwards it exhauſted her very 7adicall 
moyfture, (which the ſuck'd chiefly from Culumbina,) 
and her a4urall beat (the two colunines of Lte) began 
to decay. She was often with Apollo to have this iſ- 
ſuc ftop'd, bur there - after a long debate, ſhe was 
politvely advis'd by rhe unanimous vote ot the mott , 
exquiſir Doors aſlembled of purpoſe ro know the 
nature of her diſcaſe, for ro continue the ifle ſtil! 
.open, for it the ſtop'd ir, ſhe was like to fall into a 
worſe malady, v!z. a dangerons dropfie, whereot 
there appear'd in ker ſome {ympromes, by the un- 
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quenchable thirſt ſhe harh of dominarion and rule. 

Moreover it is lately given out that ſhe intends a 
ſpeedy pilgrimage to Delphos, for a cordial again 
the weaknefle of her ſtomack, in regard the conco- 
Ring heart ſeems to be ſomewhar jimpair'd; tor whereas 
before ſhe never uſed ro diſgorge, what ſhe had once 
ſwallowed, the hath lately caſt up ſome good bits, yea 
the moſt precious and (eereſt ſhe had, when the caſt 
up the laſt, all her Sams were a while taken away 
from her, ſo that ſhe had not one left to pray unto, 
I will not ſpeak here of other gaod morſels the .hath 
lately caſt up in Leoncza, whereby ir appears though 
her apperite be as good as ever it was to like all the 
ſeerh, yer the retentive vertue of her ſtomack is not 
ſo ſtrong as formerly. 

Laſtly, the Regions o'r which the broad ſpreading 
Olive fignorizeth, are ſquandred up and down, 
and diſpers'd by ſuch an vnſociable diſtance (which 
makes him receive battles fometimes from perty com- 
panions) that except Elayaza her ſelf, and nor all 
the neither, bur that part which gives the Caftle for 
its creſt, rogerher with Co/umbiao, and ſome wrienniall 
donarives ſhe hath from Hippa cha, the in-come doth 
no where countervaile the charge of garriſons and 
governors. Yer I wuſt confelle, rhe tw2 benefics that 
accrue to him by this diverſity of territories are ve- 
ry conſiderable, Firſt the opportunity to i2arbol.u and 
{ct up the ſtandard of the Crofl:, Secondly, to have 
choice of imploymenes for his ſubjeRs, and means 
rhereby to-breed up wiſe, undertaking and heroick 
tpiritsz, fo great commands el:vate the mind to grear 
thoughts, which being converſant with weighty, ang bieb 
paſſages, the ſoul us tnlarg'd and dilated thereby ; whercas 
inferiour ſtates by their pettze emplayments and ſlender ve- 
wards impoveriſh, contratt, and abaſe the fancy, rendring 
it t80-yar10W for high undertakings, 

Beſides 
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Befides Countrys of Conqueſt and diſtance canner 
be conſerv'd without continuall expence, nor their 
ſervice us'd with like aflurance, ſpecially by Elayana 
which can relye no where upog meer love and fidu- 
ciary obedience, unlefle it be at her own home, where 
I cannot deny bur ſhe is exemplarily loyall ro her ſelf 
in a high exa@ obedience. Touching other places ſhe. 
may. be ſaid ro hold them,as one uſeth to do a Wolf by 
the cars ; nor will I ſpeak now ofthe crazines of her 
title 'to many of them : So, that ſhe is never in per- 
fe& tranquillity abroad; and ſhe efteems her {elf ro be 
ina manner in perfe& peace, if the hath only rodo 
with that huge Bramble of Alcharona ; ſo that it may be 
hence infer'd, that the O1zve 1s of late years much 
degenerated from his Primitive nature, for where- 
as he was uſed to be the Embleme of peace, he now 
ruffleth in a continuall courſe of armes; And this 
is the reaſon I beleeve, that the brazch of Olive, which. 
ar the beginning was the ancient cogniſance of Elaya- 
za, is turn'd of late years to the Ragged flaffe. 

The Ampelonzan Satyr , having thus diſgorg'd: 
his ſtomack ſuddenly ran in,and :c-zmboſch/*d. himiclf, 

For my own particular, let Ampetona tattle what the. 
will againſt Elayaza, I profefle ro honour her for ſun- 
dry reaſons,l very much honour her for the ſolidnefle 
and fecrecy of her Counſels ; For her loyalty to her 
Prince,her patience and admirable phlegme, her pain- 
full and long mouldcd conſulrations (profes tarde cic- 
ſcentss O'ive) her deep prudence and circumſpetion, 
and indeed the 0/zve being facred ro Pallas is an Em- 
bleme of prudence afwel as of peace; ſhe deſerves ho- 
nour for her conſtancy, though with infinire expence 
and numbcrlciie inconveniences, for the recovery of 
her own ; And without doubt it was a ſingular honor 
and bleſling from heaven, that the diſcovery of Co- 

»l :mbina,with the conqueſt thereof was reſerv'd tor her; 
1 reſpect her tor her perperuall profcticd feud _— 
tne 
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the co9Mm02 enemy: Andalſo tharher plants never rove 
abroad to-bear armes for any ſtrange Prince, whereas 
others-receive pay, and ſerve under the banners of In-! 
fidels,and ofrentimes __ their own naturall Prin- 


' ces; And as for wars,ſo for ares they go not abroad any - 


where to traffick bur into the dominionsof their” own - 
Prince,which makes the Olive ro have no ſmall advan- 
rage of his neighbours upon any ſudden .breach, or 
provocation. 

Amonegſt other places where the” Martial © hve ſhoots + 
forth his imperious boughs, Leoncia is one, and thither 
I'am bound next, bur the worſt is, thar I muſt paſſe 
through the very heart of Ampiora ; a mighty incom- 
modiry. For ſhe being in perpetual diffidence,or attu- 
al enmity with her, bur alwaies emulous and ſuſpe&- 
ful ofher greatnes,I am afraid ro be ſtop'd or ſearch'd, 
if nor ſtrip'd inthe way ; And if I paſle by: Sea, I may 
chance fall from the frying pan intothe fire, I meane 
into the hands of the 1:el;azs who of all other are moſt 
Skilfull in rummaging and pillaging ; Bcfides I uſe to 
have a ſqueazie ſtomack on ſalt Water, for ever and 
anone I am telling what Tree the Ship is made of. 

Bur before I procecd further, my defire leads me, to 
diſcover unto the Reader one thing which ſeems ro 
me exrreamly ſtrange ; Thar there being bur- a hill, 
yea bur a ſmall bridge of partition 'twixt 4mjelwna 
and El.yara there ſhould be ſuch an antipathericall 
and quite dittering genius ſo ſcnſitly perceiv'd in 
their-rcſpeive plants as I think there is *twixt, any 
other twoupon the center of the world, as ita2t#;c 
who takes pleaſure in the produttion. of varietics and 
diftimilitudes, had here ſtudied ir with a more par- 
ricular addrefle and induſtry. 

The diſpoſttion of the one is fociable and. deben- 
naire, of the other reſery'd and fullen; The one is 
quick and ſprirfull (therefore is he properly put un- 
der the dominion of the /ize whoſe ſruit _—_— the

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beart ;) the other is ſlow and S*turnin ; The one bu- 


fhy, and cuffd on the rop, The other lopd ſhort and 


proyn'd ; The one delights in a cloſe thick rind, the 
other goes thin and ſcarified: The one goes gay un- 
derncath, the other withour, which makes ſome to 
compare him to the Cirmamen Tree, whoſe rind i» more 
warth then the whole body : The one takes the ball 
before the bound, the other Nayerh for ir, and com- 
monly fercherth a furer ſtroak : The one in the con- 
du& of his aQions, is like the wind the other like rhe 
Sun in the fable when they wene to try their ſtrengrh 
upon the paſlengers cloak, The one knows how to 
ſhuffle the cards better, the other playeth his game 
more cunningly ; The one diſgeſts all he ſwallows, 
the other is ſabieR to caſt ir up; The one is prag- 
maricall, rhe other ſpecularif; The language of the 
one is fit to command, the other ro rake compaſſion ; 
In a word Satww7 predominatrs o'r the one, and Mcy7- 
cury over the other,with whom the Moon ſeems alſo ro 
have a conjun&ive power; ſo that there are ſome which. 
imagine, thar the buſb which the Man in the Moon 
carrierh __ his ſhoulders did grow firſt in Ampele- 
4, as alſo thar Fortunes wheel was made of her 
wood;and thar the beſt fort of Tops are made thercof. 
Our ot theſe ſo many diftering qualities one may in- 
ferre, that berween theſe two ſo nere Neighbours, 
there is both a poliricall, morall, and naturall kind of 
oppoſition , borh in their comportments , fancies , 
judgments and humours, as likewiſe an innarcd re- 
ciprocall ayerhion; ſo that one may fay in brief, what 
the one #5,the other zs no; they are ſo diſcrepantin their 
kumors being like parallel{ &acs, which though equally 
diſtant one from the other yet they can neue meet though 
"you draw them in infimitum: Infomuch thar if you 
would fetch one from Afadaeaſcar or the other he- 
miſphear and ſurface of the Earth,he will agrec _

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either of both, berrer, then they do one with ano” 
ther, yet they both ſymbolize in this that they uſu- 


; ally look upon themſelves rhrough multiplying = 
' ſes, or the biggerend of the proſpeQive : For there 
| are on borh fides which cry them up for the princi- 


ples of all other people ('twixt whom they ſhine as 
the two grear luminaries of heaven (who are in ofren 
oppoſition) among the reſt of the Stars. It is true one 


; otthem may be very properly compar'd to the firſt 


principle ma/e-za prima,which alwayes defires a change 
of tormes; And being principles ir is no wonder that 
they are ſo contrareant,for Philoſoph. tell us that che 
principles of things are contrary. And as I have (ad- 
mired withi 1 my felf,) So have I often bin curious 
to penetrat e1e cauſe of ſuch various kinds of difte- 
rences and diflattcRion *rwixt theſe two great Bor- 
derers, which keep ſuch a ftir in the world and teare 
irſoin pieces. It may be well affirm'd thar the 7/! 
ſpon is rhe chief cauſe who is the father of ſtrife and 
omenter of all diſcord every where, ſpecially 'twixr 
theſe potent Neighbours,,to hinder the happy effeRs 
of peace that might ariſe our of their ynion, to all 
the Weſtern world. Some there are which impute 
the cauſe of this antipathy ro the operation of cele- 
ſtiall bodies, and ro the qualicies of the climes and

over all ſublunary bodies; inſemuch that the poſition

Nd now have I gain'd Leoncia, the cock-pirt of the 
Weſtern world, and Academy of arms for many 
years. The modern (though meaneſt) kind of Militia

ments and batteries, not in pitch'd fields. Never was 
there ſuch a.ſmal circumference of ground ſo turn'd u 

and unbowel'd by the Pioner, ſo watred with bloud, 
and calcin'd as itwere by the flames and fury of War : 
which hath made it a farall picce of inheritance to E- 
[ayan?, who hath tugg'd here ſo long for her title, with 
ſuch a vaſt profuſion of treaſure &effxſion of bloud,thar 
if the had not bin drained this way, ſhe might have 


riled her palaces with occidentall gold and filyer, and | 


by this time happily have made her ſelf Miſtris of Ti- 
maurania her next tranſmarin neighbour, regain'd the 
Mount of Olives and atchiey'd other high feats againſt 
Alcharona. The vaſt expences ſhe hath been ar to re- 
duce Leoncia to her old obedicnce, and entirc ſubje&i- 
on, 
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on, exceed the value of the thing ir ſelf fi times 
over at leaſt, if all Lroacia were to be ſold in the mar- 


: ker by outcry ; And queſtionlefle envie her ſelf muſt 
- needs acknowledge this ſo coſtly a conſtancy in Flaya- 


4,never to abandon her own right, to be a brave mag- 
nanimous vertue. 

Leoncia hath many Groves of difterent pl wtatiozs, bur 
in the /'em of Elayana they all met as lincs in one cen- 


; rzr,and came to be ingrafted all upon one ftock,ſome by 


coxqueſt,orhers by donation,and cc//ron,bur moſt of them 
by :inoculations. There was a deſign more than once to 
reduce them all to a kingdom ; But the multiplicity of 
cuſtoms, and miſcellany of municipal rices,thar ſundry 
places claim by inheritance were not compatible with 
a Monarchy : and the invading of this freedom of Cu 
{tomes with that of the conſciruce, was the firſt farall 
cauſe of Leonica's revolt from her alleageance toElayana 
The royall 0{:ve was ſolemnly ſworn art his Inaugu- 
ration to obſerve theſe things inviolable;then ro come 
ro vifit her once every ſeventh yeare himſelf; as alfo 
to rid her quite of all forreign force, and ro perform 
other obligatory conditions ; Bur he being once gone, 
and being diſpenſed withall for his ſeprennial witir by 
a holy inſtrumcnt from Petrepolc,he refolv'd ro govern. 
them by ſubaltern Miniſters,who it ſeems ſcru'd up che 
pins of power roo high, they layed on new taxes, and 
tel'd down ſome of the ancienreſt 7al! irce: (as rhe Ko- 
man did the hcads of the popnics)to that they might be 
compar'd to che 4xc in the Fable, who having got a 
handle of the 17004; with much entreaty,fel afterwards 
tro cut d1wn and deftroy them ar plcaſure ; A CounleL 
of bloud was crected,and a harder yoak layed upon the 
conſcience in holy rices, Qne reaſan theAlzve gave,was 
that T.concia her ſelfbeganto infringe her old privilc- 
ges,by introducing new formcs into divine {erv ice,and 
abolithing the old, in which by vcr.ue of his primitive 
OATil2 
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oath he was indifpenſably ſworn to continue them 5 
And thus the argument was retorted. 

Druina and 4mpelonza intervend to compole theſe 
differences, but they had a ſhort anſwer of the Olive, | 
that he needed not the belp of any, to reduce his own ſub- 
jefTs to conformity, but the oddes that were, be would re- 
ferre to the Cedar his coxgn, who as it ſeems proving 
no indifferent Arbiter , Leoacia ſhelrred' her ſelf 
(though Druina had the firſt render made her both 
of prote&ion and Soveraingty) under the branches of 
the Royal Yn", who ſending the very next of his own 
ſten ro governe her, he attempred, by the precipitar 
Counſel of ſome green ſpringals about him, to raviſh 
her, and render himſelf abſolute, But he had a foul 
repulſe ; yer ſhe profter'd again her proteQion ro rhe 
Vie, who having a moſt pernicious fire kindled (as 
it was thought atter by the F attors of Elayana) with- 
in the very bowels of his own Foircft, he had work 
enough cur him outto extinguiſh thar, and to break 
the mould that dangerous league was caſt in. Here- 
upon the made her humble recourſe ro D R#w1N% 4, 
who as well for her own ſccurite(as the ſtate of things 
then ſtood) as moy'd with much Princely compaſſion 
to ſuccour the afflited, gave her ſhelter. Inſomuch

Mongſt others which did Emancipat themfelyes 
A from their obedience to Elayana, Hydromania was 

the cheife, who by erecting her Grove of pil- 
lowes to a Republicke,and drawing aſter her five and 
more of the neighbouring Groves into one body Poli- 
tick, in lieu of the Olzve, rooke the Oranze to pgoverne 
her, yet far from the degree of Sovcraigne power, bur 
rather to ſerve her in a high martiall way: And ro 
beare up againſt the Orapge, the O'zvc did luckily light 
upon .a notable Ligurian 1 horie who made the 1/1{lowes 
co feele his Prickles in many places, and twixt the 0- 
range and Thorne ſundry brave encounters, and cun- 
ning traverſes of War happened. By theſe meanes Ie- 
lia broughr one of her Fiſher cownes to be the prime 
Mart of all Leoncia , and to a ſtupendcus height of 
commerce and -riches ; Other ſtrange feates ſhe hath 
done fince, ro the aſtoniſhment and admiration of all 
that know her . And ir ſeemes all things conſpired ro 
raiſe Itclia ro this paſle; Firſt,the diſtance of her grear 
Maſter; the humour of her plants being of a nature 
patient and induſtrious,8 more inclinable to a Demo- 
craticall Goverment; Adde hereunto the quality of the 
Country, every where cutt and indented as it were 
with water, and thereby torrified, and made inacceſ- 
ſible, nature her ſclfe undertaking that way her pro- 
tection, ſo that the can over-whelme andturne her 
ſelfe into one Pond when ſhe liſt .

ſerve that inther proceedings ſhe draws toa near ana- 
logic with the Rowan, ns two moſt advyantagious 
vertues in caſting the foundation of that vaſt monar- 
chy, was pans, and patſimony ; for the firſt, ſhe is ad- 
mirable, ſpecially ar Sea, where She ſwims like the 
great Leviathan, and carrieth away Druiva's fiſh by 
whole fleets, turning them abroad into preſent wee 
ſure, or bartering them for rich commodities ; and 
this may be ſaid to be ene of the main ftaples of her 
commerce. Ir is traffick that gives her a berg, in the 
.myſtery whereof ſhe over-reacheth all others, far na- 
igation being her only trade, and having little or no 
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lands at allro manure, ſhe digs into the bowels of 
the deep, and having had in times paſs'd but a few 
fiſher boars, ſhe now diſplayerh her colours through 
all parrs of the vaſt Ocean, where any of the winds 
blow,which from the number or four ſhe firſt —_ 
to a ſubdiviſion of !wo and thirty, And of thoſe four 
worthies which compaſſcd the terreſtriall Globe by 
navigation one was hers, two of the other of Druina, 
And it ſeems Nature her ſelf hath purpoſely de- 
fign'd the Hydromans and the Country it ſelf both 
tor Navigation and Negotiation; Them, as I ſaid be- 
fore by a dextrous kind of propenſity, the Country, b 
apr psſition ; For many mighty rivers paſſing throy {4 
her Territories to difimboke chemſelyes into the 
Ocean,rhey may be ſaid ro pay her tribute aſwel asto 
Neptine ; which rivers branching themſelves into large 
and bearing ſtreams, doe ſo fitly ſerve one another, 
and all the whole, that ir ſeems dame Nature, in fra- 
ming humane bodies did not diſcoyer more provi- 
dence in the diſtribution of veins and arteries for the 
caſic conveyance of bloud into each part, as ſhe hath: 
ſhew'd here in diſperſing, and diſpoſing of thoſe wa- 
ters ſo orderly for rraffick. Theſe Rivers bring her 
whart the large continent of Khenuſtums, and other Ea- 
ſtern dominions uſe ro afford, and ſhe lying berween 
chem and the Sea, furniſheth them with all forts of 
far ferch'd torrein commodities z Thus ſhe makes a 
rare vertue of neceſſity, for having almoſt nothing of 
her own, yer She abounds with all things. 
Furthermore it is obſerved that War, which uſeth 
to 273poveriſh others, enricheth her, for navall prizes 
and deprzdations make up a good part of her wealth ; 
though the her ſelf hath ſufter'd ofren rhis way by 
the Timauranians ; for in her voyages to Boambycina, 
and the territorics of the Bramble, while out of roo 


much parſimony her veflelswent too thin peopled,they 
C a have 
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have often become prizes, and preys to thoſe of Ga- 
{eri ; whereby ſhe hath done a ſhrewd diſlervice to 
all the Weſtern world, by furniſhing (though againſt 
her will) that fry of Picaroons with ſhipping, and to 
have made them expert in the art of Navigation by 
her caprif Pilots and Marriners. But while want 
and war makes her thus range up and down the world, 
it is queftion'd, if her plants were roored in ſome ſelt- 
ſufficient ſoyl, wherher they would ſtill continue ſo 
induſtrious; or whether they would ſubfiſt aſwel if 
they were ſuffered to reſt in a ſupine and perfe& 
ace, as they have done hitherto in War ; - peace 
eaving every one to attend his particular pleaſure or 
profit, while the apprehenſions of feare in time of 
War make all concur for the common ſafety : And 
the long familiar habitude, they have had of arms 
i$ ſuch, that they have as much certaintie in their arc 
of ar, as others have in theirs of peace ; rouching 
theſc doubts 1 will not undertake their decifion , 
bur leave it tothem who haye felt the pulſe of their 
diſpoſitions longer than I. 

There is no part of the habirable earth, conſide- 
ring the ſmall circuit of territory Leoucia hath, where 
is a greater number of marriall inſtruments, for the 
Olive cut his Ragged ſtaffe our of one of theſe Groves 
at firſt, or where there is alſo a greater confluence of 
all ſorts of exotick plants, and where one may find 
more differing rites, cuſtomes and rempers of humors, 
T hey that border upon Ampeloaa are quick, vivacious 
and approaching the converſable nature of their 
neighbours : They that /pring up in the middle parr, 
which are the right Leonczans,are ſomewhat more ſlow, 
and retir'd ; The 1telians are diſcrepant from both, 
of a groller mould, of few words, tor they bar! vp 
.commonly more than they can broach, and ſo may be 
Zaid to be like a great bo;zle with a narrow neck ; yer 
are 
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are they moft cunning and circumſpe& in negotiating, 
ſpecially when they have bin tampering with. the 
Vin: or the hop, and are dabled a little with their 1i- 
quor. They are of a homely out-fide, and heavie in 
aQion, wlzch heavinefle is recompenced with rwo 
notable advantages, adviſcdaeſſe and perſeverance, 
mighty friends ro great attempts; And all this may 
be 1mpurtcd to the property of the ſoyl it ſelf, which 
being all *twixt marth and moorith, hath ſuch a qua- 
lifying force, that when plants of a more vivacious 
remper come to ?2graſt amongſt the w1i/lows and O(1's, 
their i72ps preſently partake rather of the nature of 
the /oy!, than the ſtock, and ſo doe all animals elſe, 
Having thus travers'd the diameter of Ampelona, 
viſitcd E/ayana,paſs'd through Leoacia, and taken ſuch 
a painfull ſuryay of I:c{:a, and her aſſociated Growes, I 
ſhould teeme injurious ro Dna to have ſaluted her ſo 
ſlightly ; Therefore I will re-imbark and ſtcer my

This is ſhe upon whom the beams of true piety did 
thine in its very infancy, for no ſooner had the Koman 
Eaglcs been there diſplaid, bur the ſtandard of rhe 
crolle appear*d : The firſt £mpe- 0:27 and King that c- 
ver march'd under that bazner ifluing out of her bow- 
els. This is ſhe, who had thrce ercat Kings her Cap- 
rives at once, who made oe of her royall Okes carry 
away in triumph Ampelonas 1 les upon his victorious: 
branches where they have grown and- b.ofſon?d ever 
fince. The I1eria'l Cod iz tery'd under her colours, 
& 3 quartering 
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quartering his Armes with hers, and receivin 


pay himſelfe; And in that Martial Foreft of Am- 


pelona, her exploits were ſo admirable', that it hath 
been queſtioned , and that by no meane Criticks , 
whethers hers there , or ſomerimes Rome's high featcs 
af armes aga.nſt the Haynibalian Carthage were more 
difficult and glorious . 

This is ſhe thar perform'd ſuch coſtly expeditions 
and martiall Pilgrimages rothe upper world , and in

This is the who cloathes not only her owne natives 
and circumyacent neighbours, bur the remoreſt regions 
of the earth with her rich fleeces, where the innocent 
creatures that bearethem in that exuberancy, being 
free from the aftrighrments of all ſavage & ra pacious 
animalls,fecd ſecurely upon the luxurious honyſuckl'd 
earth, which dame narture,by a moſt exact diſtribution 
fas if ſhe had wantoniz'd and plaid the bawd with her 
{elf)hath cur our into ſuch varieties of ſportful plains, 
fertile vallics, and delighttull hills, whoſe bowells in 
ſundiy 
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fundry places are pregnant either with inexhauſtible 
veins of moſt uſefull, and well concoRed mineralls, or 
neceſſary fuell : No Region abounds more with 
Chaſes, Parkes, Woods, Groves and goodly Trees, 8 
of all other, Druiza is beholden ro trecs,for with their 
Boughs a good part of her preſerv'd ir ſelfe from rhe 
enemy by a notable ſtratagem; Her lower Region 
ſwarmes with all ſorts of Fowle, her Rivers with fiſh, 
and: her Seas with whole ſthoales and mountains of 
them, which her neighbours know ro well .

y 4 Owards the hilly corners of Druina remain yer 

her very Aborigines, and ancient Indigenz, the 
firſt Narſery of Plants, thar ſprouted our of her, thruſt 
thither by che hand of Fate amongſt an aſlembly- of 
Mounraines, They long time wn and :trenuouſly 
rug'd fortheir Liberty, and thar with a no lefle mag- 
nanimous than conſtant pertinacity , yea when they 
were reducd bur to a handfull,hem'd in berween thoſe 
hills, they did notable feates ; Arlaſt beingover ſer 
with multirudes ( which hath bin the fortunc of the 
braveſt ſpirits upon earth ) they choſe to bow a little, 
rather than breake . Yer with this proviſo, that-the 
Princely-ſpray, which was ro be their toppe Tree, ſhould 
ſpring forth from amongſt themſelves ; So prevalent is 
the inflinft of nature and enirge vf faucy they beare to thear- 
owne ſoyle , 

And very remarkable it is, thar after the revolution 
of above one thouſand yeares, and ſo many turmoyles- 
and changes of goyernments and maſters, ( Drxina ha-- 
ving 4 times yeelded to the fury of forren force ) the 
juſt hand of providence ſhould bring the .Royall Oke to - 
ſprout againe out of this ancient flock, and that Pri: at 
ſhould reſume, and be known again by her primitive 
denomination ; A. race of reſolute flous Trees they _ 
mucw? 
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much valuing the antiquity of their growth, and fo 
abounding with merall and hear, that they quickly 
take fire,and become touch-wood ; they often claſh their 
branches one againf the other, and very ſenfible they 
are of parting with the leaſt drop of ſap ; ſo thar 
thoſe Forreiners who have convers'd with them, and 
obſery'd their genius, . affirm, that there is not any 
one race upon earth, take all forts of conditions in 
generall, where there are zaturally fewer Cowards; 
yet where: humanity, ſwcerneſs, and a rare kind of 
courteſfie to ſtrangers more abounds. 

The Trident-bearing God hath not ſuch ſecure and 
commodions inlets, or rather a Gall:rze of Cloſjets, ro 
court and imboſome himſelf into our Grandam 
Earth, in all the vaſt expanded Ocean, than in Moz- 
zicolia where a thouſand galeons may ride in ſate port, 
and be free from all injuries of air in one Havez, 

The prime of the nine Hero's (whom beſide thar which 
# faoulous, there 25 trutb enongh to make famoin) was a 
plant of this growth, by whole conqueſts Druzva may 
lay juſt claim (though ſhe had no other) not only to 
Luiana, bur to other dominions alfo, nay it firſt di (co- 
very may enticle right, to Celumbina aiſo, which as 
ſuxre ſtrongly conjecture, was found out by a ſtraying 
P:iace of Monticolta ſeven ages ſince 2 And this pre- 
fimprion is drawn from the analogy of ſpecch, where- 
in there are divers words that are the ſame in both 
languages, both for {ond and eaſe, with other traces 
and marks. The moft admir'd of all prophane Pr- 
phets whoſe prediftions have been fo 'much' ſcann'd 
and cried up, and are ycrt valucd up and down th: 
world, did vaticinate here: And the fiſt no:aſiciy 
that ever the world had, wherein the ſacred fire ct 
Chriſt:an piety did burn, was amongſt theſe moun- 
rains, the ſparkles whereof flew ſo far, that divers Re- 
gions,which groap'd betore in the dark corners of pa- 
ganiſm, were enlightned thereby, Refedes, 
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Beſides, obſervable:ir is, what a precious blefling is 


latcly found cur (having been reſerved and lock'd up 


as it were all this while in Natures bowels) ro make 
this moſt ancient parr of Dy11va happy now inthe de- 
crepit age of the world ; A rich w/e and generative 
mat of treaſure, the gainfull returns whereof, exceed ' 
more and more the labour and charge of thoſe mul- 
tirudes thac are hourly ſet a work thereby,

Oo Ppoſir to Morticelia Lurana ſtands, ſcpara- 


red by a moſt boyſterous and working ſea ; 

ſhe is repleniſh'd and very thick: fer with 
ſtrong and well trunked Trees of all forts, reduc'd 
at laſt to a perfe& obedience to Druina's diadem, 
partly by voluntary rendition and defire of pro:edtion, 
and partly by conque//; A multiplying and healthy ſpa- 
cious Foreſt the is, plenrifully furnith'd with all thoſe 
benefits, thar air, earth, and water uſe ro aftord for 
neceſlity or plealure. There are no where ſuch- huge 
pods and freth Jakes, with goodly rivers and {afe ma- 
ritime harbors invit ng torrein. commerce, the joyl 
far and luxurious in divers places, and antiparheti- 
call to all venemoas creatures, as D432 her nezghbour 
i« to all -avea0rs; Her lower region is Rirr'd,and rari- 
fd with freſh quickning winds more trequently than 
orher Foreſts, which makes her leſs ſubjze& to con- 
ragious diſeaſes; ſo thar I belecve the ſaying of thar 
EL yanias General (who being asked what he thought 
of Lerana, anſwered; That when the i]I ſpirit prof- 
fer*d our Saviour all the kingdonis of the carth, ke 
verily beleeved he intended to have ſtil reſery'd Lu ana 
for himſelf) proceeded rather from the reſentment of 
the ill ſucceſs and diſgraceful repulſes he had there, 
than from any ſound judgment, or demerir of the 
| Countty ; 
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Country z Norcan I ſibſcribe eo him that faid L #- 


R AN A was 4 good Country for them only to live im, who 


wanted a Country, that (he is a frippe:ie of Bankerupts,who 
lie thither from Druina to play their after-game. The 
flants here are of a firenyo:s Bulk, agile and very pa- 
tient: of hardnes,though nor of labour,for the greateſt 
fault. of this great FOREST is, that ſhe ſwarms 


with roo many Drones , _— ſhe may be called 
a 


inſignis, ſed ſegns terra, Somewhar. incompoſed they 
are in their trimming, extraordinary tender ( and 
fo are the brute Pre alſo ) of their young ones, 
crafty and of a paſfable reach of underſtanding, light 
of bcelicf and grear- liſtners after news, which may 
be imputed to. the long time of their unſerled go- 
vernment., fearing alwaies ſome innoyarion or: im- 
minent danger, And by reaſon of their frequent re- 
volts they have drawn upon themſelves the preſſures 
of War ſo often, that it ſcems to have ſomewhat cow- 
ed their ſpirits, as may be gather'd from the very. 
accenrof their words, which they prolate in a \whi- 
ning kind: of querulous tone, as if they were ſtil com- 
plaining and creſt-fallen; nor do they beleeve to have 


come yetto the worſt, for they have an old prophecy. 


that the time wil come when Lurana ſhal weep &r the 


Druinzans graves. Before this rough Forfl was civilliz'd, . 


and trimd by Druina, ſhe had peculiar laws and cu- 
ftoms of her own,bnurt ſome of them were ſuch thar as 
one ſaid, if they bad been prattis'd in Hel they would have 
turn'd up topſt turvie the very kingdom of Satan. Some of 
Druma's Monarchs made voyages thither in their cwn 
perſons ; and many of the royal ſtem were ſent to go- 
yern, but alwaies one of her prize Elms, to whom 1 
read of four general ſubmifftions that were made ; but 
the conqueſt could not be conſummared til of late 
years, which may be imputed ro ſome errors in the 
courſe of civil and marggal policy, 
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It was the praQiſe of that ſel/-admring. miſtiiſs of 
the laſt Menarchy, into all Countries where the rook 
footing with the /ance to bring in her language, and 
laws ; This was nor done here, bur the Natives were 
left ſtil incapable of Diuina's laws, which only exren- 
dedto her own plaatations : So that the law of the 
Conqueror,did neither p:oce@ their lites,nor revenge 
their deaths , fer ir wasno felony to fel dowa any of 
them, yea in time of peace : Nor in civil cauſes could 
they implead or commence ſure againſt any of the 
Druinians, or imbud, angraffe, infolrat or inoculat upon 
any of them unlefle he were formerly infranchiz'd by 
charter of denization ; ſo that the meer Luranians were 
reputed, our-laws, enemics and Alzens intheir own 
ſoyl ; Bur this may be aſcrib'd not ſo much to the po- 
licy of Druzma, as to the = ones that came thither 
from her to plant themſelves and puſh on a-fortune, 
who diſlwaded the communication of Druina's laws- 
ro the natives, becauſe rhey might opprefie, ſpoy], rob, . 
peel, pron, and grub them up ar pleaſure ; In theſe un-- 
ſcrled times many of Druina, and of late years of 
Cardenia alſo took firme rooting in the beſt and fa. 
teſt /oys of Lurana, ſo that they arc grown fince to a. 
notable height; Amongſt whom (now that I treat of 
Trees) the Cork did thrive wondertully, and no doubr- 
but by a fingular benediction frem above, the dew 'of 
heaven falling ſo plentifully upon his endeayours, as 
appears in all his branches, which he ſees grafted upon 
novle ſcutcveons, and honourable ſhzclds;lo that he. may 
be call'd the miracle of bus time, all things conſidered. 

Another reaſon that hindred a ſcrled peace, and pe- 
riod of this conqueſt, was thoſe vaſt proportions of 
lands which were diftribured among D7aina's Adyen- 
ticers, which were ſuch, that the whole Foreft was in 
a manner cantoniz'd amongſt a very few in .num- 
ber , of whom ſome had rcgall rights, there m_ 
cighr 
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eight County Palatins at once where the royall writ: 


could not run ; They had alſo implicit Commiſſion 
left to diſcretion, and nor tied to any regular form of 
plantation ; And thoſe huge tracts of ground they lor- 
ded over begarwealth, wealth uther'd in pizde,and pride 
rumulruary cententzons amongſt themſelves, which 
gave the Luranzans advantage to fith in thoſe troubled 
waters for their liberty,. and make often encroach- 
ments upon them ; But had the Ohe hir;ſelf gone to the 
Foreſt, the inferior 1 rees had not ſhot up ſo hzoh. 

Another miſtake was, thar the firſt undertakers 
made ill choice of the ſeats of their hab'rations ; for 
they erc&ed forts and houſes in the open plains, tur- 
ning the Natives into the Woods and places of faſt- 
neſs, whence they made eruprions and retrai&s ar 
pleaſure, and whereas Ceſar ſomerimes ſpake of rhe 
Scythuans, Di ffice{1s erat inven, quam wigcere 

Theſe were the over-ſights in civill policy; now 
there were alſo ſome in the condu& of the marrial aft - 
fairs; firſt, the ſmal handfuls of Souldiers Druiza 
ſenr, which came cither unſcaſonably, or il accom- 
modatcd and payed. Then the cold purſurte of the 
main defign, which lize fire newly kindled undcr 
gen 32: 007, was often made to flaſh a little, and fo 
left to go our. So that for the redution of this ſpa- 
cious Foie/t ro a perte& rule of obedience , D744 
ſtood all this while in her own light, and could 70: 
ſec the w34d fo” Tres ; untill there ſp1umg up a nota- 
ble Y-7.:g2 a Princely female, for whom it ſeems rhe 
high hand of providence had as it were pointed our, 
and reſery'd tit's exploit ; who beſides the ſupprefiion 
of tome inceſt ne rebellions in her own Fores!, the 
rayſing of 1: a toa tree and fair Grove of #1; lows, 
and reaching her Princely borghs to ſettle the Crown 
of Ampelu:14 upon the right royal Vine, beſides the na- 
val Wars with Efayaya, and ſundry othez coſtly diver. 
ons, 
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fons, yer ſhe made aful and final conqueſt of Lyraza ; 
And this work was done in a fulneſs of time, and 
concurrence of all felicity, when her royal ſucceſſor was 
ro bring a#vther Soyeraign Crown to aggrandize, and 
adde to the Imperial and triumphant glory of Druiza, 
Her predeceſſors in their courſe of government did 
bur ſometimes caft upthe ground, and ſo leaving it 
fallow, it became quickly o'rgrown with weeds ; Bur 
ſhe like a great houſiwife did caſt ſeed into it, ſowing 
therein her own laws, and utterly exrirpating all 
other ; ſhe did izgraffeallupon one ſtock, making no 
diiterence *rwixt the Luranian and them of Druzza, by 
which coalition ſhe received all alike into her imme- 
diat prote&tion under the ſafe ſhadow of her Royal 
branches, making rhe beams of juſtice ro be cqually 
diſplayed upon all with like Juſtre, Yer for all this 


. there was Jittle return of the vaſt expence of treaſure 
that might have ſerved to purchaſe as great a Crown, 


which was imployed to compaſle thcſe ends, nor 
could Luraza though a moſt copious Country of her 
ſelf, be brought by any parcimonious policy to ſup- 
port her ſelf, bur {till Drazza muſt part with her very 
radicall moyſture, and waſt her own vital ſpirits ro 
preſerve her authority there,until char of late years the 
royal Oke did light upon Count Kedoph'i (a ſtour and 
ſolid inſtrument moſt proper for ſo kzotty a rask, as 
well for courage as Counſel, and cur our for govern- 
ment and high atfairs) who bajancing all marters in 
the ſcales of his high and ipacious undcrſtanding,hiti 
lo reitied all obliqu:ties, beginning fuſt with the 
vindication of wrongs done to the houſe of the Al. 
mighty; and ſo regulated the exorbitant expences 
both civil and military, that the old arrcrages undcr 
which that Crown had long gron'd being detrayed,he 
hath brought L«rana ro uphold and maintain her 
ſelf, and return Druiea for her protection, fruittul- 
ncls, 
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neſs, and reducement to civility, a ſerled tribure pro- 
portionable to her greatneſs and plentie ; So happy and 
advantagious it is, for a Prince to employ an able and ide 
neous Miziſter for the condutt of his ſtate affairs ; He hath 
woun'd up the ſtrings of that Muſical inſtrument 
(which La-ana gives for her creſt) ſo dextrouſly, and 
runcd her Orphews-like (whoin times paſt by his me- 
lodious ſtrains made the wery Trees to follow him) ro 
ſuch a key, that ſhe never gave a truer note; And in- 
deed the right way was never hit upon, untill now ; 
Druina's Majeſty never Rood ſo high a tiptoe, nor 
ſhin'd with a greater luſtre ; The Soveraign power 
which D7uina*s'Monareh uſerh ro tranſmic for ruling 
and regulating that 7ough Foreft, was never ſo imdivi- 
ded andentire in the perfon of one, whereas before 
ſome of the great ones carried themſelves in that 
height, as if they had been Co/feagues with him 2 The 
ſcales of Juſtice never moy*d more cqually, for wheras 
before marrers paſs'd through a large grate, they may 
be ſaid to be ſifred now through a filken five ; com- 
merce never flouriſhed more ; And the military forces 
(which are the ſinews,and beft ſecurity of a conquer d Coun- 
try,) were never better appointed, more exactly diſci- 
plin'd, and punRually paid ; And whereas betore, all 
places of profit and honour were either ingroſs'd or 
torcitalPd by reverfionary grants (the bane and bue-bears 
of iaduſt;y) or conter'd upon unworthy and il-afteRed: 
Miniſters, Dr4iaa's Monarch may now exerciſe all 
acts of grace and bounty with more freedom and 
choice ; A ſiagular mcitemeut and golden ſpur to vertuoud 
and afitve ſpirits ; Laſtly,the royal deſmeſnes and trea- 
ſure was never more improv'd for wheras formerly 
Litana ſery'd asa gooſe for every oneto pluck, her 
feathers go only now to kl the pitlow of the Crown : 
So that purting all this rogether, Luzana may ſay as 
once that ſtven-hitd Citie which was head of the laſt 
Monarchy 
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AMorarchy (and pretends to be till of the Hierarchie) 
did ſay, Lateritia fui, ſutura ſum ma morea. 

. But I have wandred roo long in this Foreft, 1 wil 
now hoiſe ſayl, and return to D7uina, where I fhal 
fix my ſelf a while, bur in regard the wind is nct 
fair, I wil Gay a little, and ſpend the time to de-

Touching the relation that Drkina with her united 
Crowns hath to other ſtares, ir is ro be cont. lercd, 
tat the power of this part of the world, is balanced 
berween the Ohe', the /e, and the Olive ; as for the 
CED AR, and others, they ſhall come in hereafter. 

Elayana hath the advantage of beth the other in 
treaſure , bur ſhe is thin plagted, hath divers nurſc- 
ries to ſupply, many irons perpetually in the fire, 
wants Corn, her dominions lye ſcattered, hath bold 
accc/lible coaſts, and the conveyance of her Bullion 
from Columbina ſubje& ro be intercepted in rhe paſ- 
ſage ; And ſhould Druina break our again into any 
traverſes of War, and ferious Hoſtilitic with her,D74- 
ine hath lately got no ſmal advantage of her, by ac- 
queſt ofthoſe Iſlands which lye in the Career to Co- 
lumbina, which ſhe colonizcth, and fortificth daily 
more and more. 

Ampelona is thick ſet , and abounds with ſtirring 
Spirits, lycrh cloſe togerher ; and being roundifh and 

aſlable, no one part is far from ſuccouring each 
other ; She ſuper-abounds with Corn , which is 
quickly conyertible ro Coin; and being rhe com- 
mon Mart and Thorow-Fair, lying in the middle of 
ſo many great Neighbours, can never want Money : 
Inſomuch , that it you go to the intrinſique value 
of things, ſhe will nor, in regard of theſe Ad- 
vantages, want mich in weight of the huge 5k of 
Elayana, . Diuna 
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Driina being ſurrounded with the Sea, and having |: 
alwaies ſo many moving invincible Caſtles in Cen- | 
tinell, is hardly to be invaded; her King being ſaid | 
ro keep as 4 Tortoiſein bis ſhell, and having many o- | 
ther Inſularie advantages . So that it may be yery * 
properly ſayd of the Oke, as the holy Prophet ſpeakes $ 
of another great Trce; That the waters make bim great, ®. 
and the Deep (ts him on bigh. © : 

Druina would hardly be able to deale with any of j 
the other ſingle, unlefle upon the defenſive; Bur joynd | 
with Xa, the can give them both Law at Sea; and 
confederating with cither of the other two, the is able 
to opprelle the third , 

Now the only entire Head that confronts Elayana's 
grcatnefle, and is the Remora that ſtops her pro- 
greſfle, is Ampelona ; Therefore, thar ſaying carryerth 
with it a greardcale of Truth, and no Icfle Caurion ; 
Fhat the day of the ruin of Ampelona , zs the eve of \ 
the - ſubverſion of Druina , Therfore, from rhe time 
the 01ve grew to beſo great , Diuina for ſtrong rea- 
ſons of State, hath inclind ever fince, rather to main- 
taine 4Ampelona, than any way toenfeeble her . And 
once, when the adventrous Y ime was taken priſoner 
the Olive, which was about the time thar the O/;ve be- 
gan firſt ro ſhoot our his branches ſo wide, the Oke did 
contribute to ranſome him . 
 Morcover, in tha! memorable great zncendinm , 
whichrag'd ſo long by intermiſſive firs throughout 
the whoic body of Ampriona; to quench which , 
FEliyana, out of pretence of Zecale to Religion, ſent 

rcat Barrells ot Warer , though ſome fay they were 
lid with Pircch and Oyl, which did rather increaſc 
and feed the Fire: I ſay, art that time, when 
there was a Deſign to Provinciate the whole King- 
dom, Duiza , though ofterd, a Canton , would nor 
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' So then , This link of mutual conſervation en- 
chaining them, the Oke may be preſum'd ro be a 


ſure Contederare of the Vine and the willows alſo, 


all the while they contain themſelves within thoſe 
bounds they are in, at preſent. Bur if they ſhould 
over-maſter the @l:ve in Leoucia, it would much alter 
the caſe, 

No addition could make Ampriona more dangerous 
and ſuſpectful ro Druzza, than Leoncia ; for fo it were 
far worſe than if the Olive had all Leoncza ſolely ro 
himſelf, in regard they would fall into one continued 
and cntire picce. 

Bur to conclude, there cannor be a truer Maxime, 
for the ſafetie of D7#ina and her Confederates, than 
this of a late great Stateſ-1;an in Itelia, who was 
chopp'd oft by rhe hand of Juſtice.

junRure of Peace, ot Sccuritic, Honour, and 
Plentic, under the Pranches of the ſtarcly Caledrmay 
Oke, newly ſerled in his rriumphane Throne, vegirr 
with Cios of his own royal Stem, and encircled with 
multitudes of ancient and nobly extracted Elms, ho] 
and reverend Tews, learned Lazrels, ſtout Poplrs,wit 
orher goodly Trees ; the Lillies and Koſes Whire and 
Red, did bourgeon round about him, the Muſes and 
Graces made Feſtivals,the Fauns, Satyrs,and Nymphs 
did dance their Roundelays, all the Trees of the field did 
clap their hands ; and never were ſeen fuch H alcyonian 
days: The Saturman tames of Gold let none henceforth ad-= 
mire, behold a t:ue Age of Pea;le. 

Allthe neighbouring F orefts ſtood at a gaze, envy- 
ing this high telicitie : The Yimc,the Firre,the Myrile, 
the i!lows, ſent ro congratulate and comply with 
Druina ; but above all other, the Ol;ve, who had bin 
ſo ſhrewdly ſhaken before by her. 

To performe which work, the prime Officcr of Ho- 
Nour Elayana had by Land,was ſent Ambaſladour,and 
that in amoſt high and courtly manner, :to preſent 
the newly enthroniz'd O K E with a Branch of Olive, 
zhe Emblem of Peace, and Elayanda's ancient Cogniſance: 
Which being accepted, Dryzna in correſpondence of 
Srate, ſent her prime Officer at Sea, her Thalaſcarcha, 
in ſuch a ſplendid equipage, that Elayana rings of the 
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renown of ir, to this day. The parts adjoyning to E- 
layana's _ Court did ſo ſtrain themſelves to en- 
rertain and welcome him, and make proviſion for his 
numerous T rain, that ſome years patled, before they 
could recover themſelves many miles abour ; for ſo 
gratcful was his Errand, being an Embaſlic of Peace, 
and ſo bitter were the reſentments and fatal effeRs of 
the former War, that young and old did bleſs him as 
he paſled along; deeming he had been ſome Angel de- 
ſceaded from Heaven, and that his attendants were 
ſome kind of Seraphins, they ſo,admir'd their comeli- 
neſs; which did unbeguile che vulgar of the odde 0- 
pinion the Loyolſts had formerly infuſed into them, by 
their concionatory InveCives, That theDrumtar' ſince 
they lefr Pctroplis, were transform'd into ſtrange hor- 
rid ſhapes ; ſome having Dogs heads, others Swins 
countenances,others huge tayls hanging behind them, 

Such Ceremonies as obo being mutually perform'd 
wixt Druina and her Conftederats, and ſome other 
domeſtique Triumphs ended ; the royal OKE ( as 
wel to expreſs his Princely acknowledgment for 
his free and peaceful reception ro Dy47zna's Thorne, 
without the leaſt morion of oppoſition or murmure,

Nor long after .a notorious high .a&-of Treaſon, 
drawing toa near analogie with this, for the inſtru- 
ment was led by the ſame ill ſpirit, excepr that the one 
was ſingle, yer uponthe perſon of a publique perſon, 
rhe other of mulritudes, if you conſider the A gents or 
Patients; The one was cruſhed in the ſhel, as it was 
upon poynt of hatching , and ſo moſt happily pre- 
vented , but this was fully perpetrated upon the 
body oft,the.great Martial Yizne which ſwayed the 
'Sceprer of the then moſt flouriſhing Ampelona, And 
Religion that holy and harmelefle Matrone, muſt be 
made to ſharpen the point of that farall ſtcel which 
did ſcarifie and penctrate him to the very hearr, and 
ſuddenly fed him to the ground ; It was done when 


he had a potent Army ſo fani'd and fear'd far and 


near, compoſed of choice Veterans upon a great my- 
Nical deſign in perfe& equipage, which conrinueth a 
riddle to FF day: And in the midſt of thoſe triumphs 
that were prepared for his Queen who had her Tem 
ples newly begirt with 47pflona's royal diadem. And 
her fancies it teems the night before were prophetical, 
having dream'd thar thoſc Diamonds wherewith her 
.Crown was embelliſh'd, didturn to Pearls, which 
are accounted the Emblcums of tcars, 

;. But moſt remarkable it is, what one of his own 
Coatdents 
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. Confidents did forewarne him of rwenty yeares be* 

fore, who told him, being newly come to the Crown, 
and forced to comply wi the times in point of Ec- 
cleſiaſticall aftaires, and being, aflaulted and wounded 
in the mouth by a young Loyoliſt . 

Sir, you ſte bow juft and punttuall God-Almighty 
15 in his Indgements, for 1 hope you have denied the Religz* 
+ on jou were firſt nurtured m , but from the teeth out- 

waid , ſo he hath flruckh you there , but take heed your 

heart go not from it, for be will ffrikeyou there the next 

time; which proved preciſely tre , 

Not unlike this propherique judgement was thar 
which fell upon one of his prdeceflors not long be- 
fore, who being fo incenſed againſt the Exſebi ans, thar 
he vowed zo pluck out one of their eyes to fligmatize and 
diflineu.ſh them from others, He was thruſt the very 
ſame day into the eye himſclte by an Enuſebian, where + 
of he bieathed his laſt . 

Ahard fate it was that three of Awpelona's Royall 

 Monarqu2s ſhould fall within ſo narrow a compaſle 
of time by ſuch morrall ſtroakes , The laſt the moſt 
accomplithed of all the reſt, was the moſt lamented, 
who out of his cold Urne ſcemes, me thinkes, to ſend 
this mournfull Caveat to the greateſt Porentares on 
. Earth , 

That they are but weak penetrable things , azd 
though ſo;newhat reſind and khneaded from that courſer ſort 
of (t»ff,which goeth to the compoſition of the.Citizens of the 
world, yet they are ſo much the more brittle ware, only they 

j differ 3a thciy o ffice which nevertheleſſe makes them to have 
faire lefſe to hope for, than to feare, 

A greatcr example hereofthere could nor be than in 
this great ”iſſant Prince, a Prince in whom nothing 
of worth was wanting, a pattern of a!l heroique ver- 
tes, except that he was tranſported ſomtimes too far 
by that Sexe which overecame the f,ſ?, the ſtone of, 
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and wiſeſt, that ever were of humane race. 

Wonderful he was in a&s of peace and war, he had 
bin viRorious in four main barttails, before he could 

aceably wear the Crown, he weeded the Kingdom 
of ſuch as were devoted to Alayana, and manumiz'd 
it, frum that moſt dangerous confederacy which was , 
fermenting many years, weakning it by armes, but 
dathing ir to pieces by wit. 

For his As of peace, he inrich'd Ampelona with a 
greater proportion of ſilk and wool, he beautified her 
in many places with ſumptuous ſtrucures,cut paſlages 
*rwixt great Navigable Rivers, and was like to do the 
ſame *rwixt Sea and Sea, And\ſome ſay he had adeſign 
xo exe ſuch a ſpiritual independent dignity in Ampe- 


Jena, that his ſubje&s ſhould nor need ro clammer the 


hils ſo often to Petropole ; he diſmorgag'd the Crown 
demeans, made an increaſe of munition, arms. and 
treaſure, and lefr behind a maſſe of Gold thar ſur- 
mounted the height of a Lance ; And all this may be , 
aſcrib'd ro his own aRiveneſs, and ſelf perfeRion. 

For, as rouching the ourward windows of his 
Soul, he was rarely quick and perſpicacious, ſo was 
he inwardly 1% T5 INg and perfeGtly vers'd in the | 
hymours of his ſubje&s, Whereby he became ſo great 
an Artiſt in government, that he preſery'd Ampdona 
rg. abounds more then any part of the Earth bc- 
ides,with boyſterous ſpirits and hot working brains) 
twenty years togerher without the leaſt tintamatre or 
noiſe of commorion : 

A trave ſprightful Prince he was, compoſed 
of ſuch a mould, that though he wanted bur 
very few years of his grand Climacterique, when - 
the mortal Stab was given him ; yet the Anato- 
miſts adjudg'd, Thar it Nature had been ſuffer'd to 
have run her own courſe in him, withourz this fatal in- 
terruprion, he might haye doubled his Age, 

Never 
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Never was there Monarch, that Lorded more oyer 
his SubjeRs hearts: Which,as in many paſlages of his 
Life, fo after his Death it appear'd ; when by the u- 
niverſal Vote, he was eterniz'd to future Ages with 
the Tirle of GRE AT, and that his Statues ſhould 
be erected in all rhe Mart Towns of Ampelona.

The Marrial ze being thus c:t down, Ampelona 
felunder a Female Government, (a Female of rare 
endowments and Princely -worth) until the ſuccee- 
ding young 7oyal Czon ſhould come to maturitie : And 
they ſpeak of an old Law, That the Heir of AMPE- 
LON A'S Crown is adjudg'd then to have paſsd bis 
Minoritie, when be 1s erewnts the Ixizht of a Sword. So 
thar during this regencie it may be ſayd (notwirthſtan- 
ding the Proverb ro the contrary. )

Nor long after the Vize,the mightic Olzve his neigh- 
bour fel, who was ſaid to preſerve all his time his 
ſpacious Dominions, with his beads as his Imperial 
Grandhre did by the Fzke, and. his Sire, that great 
Mag#s of his days,by the Per; who, for ſome rarc ver- 
tues that dwelt in him,! cannot preeermit with filence, 

He was the greateſt Conqueror of himtelf, the 

rearcſt King over his own afte&ions, rhat ever was ; 
being always ar home within himſelf, in an admired 
equal remper of humcrs :; No change at all was found 
in him at good or bad Events, or any ſudden tumul- 
ruarie Chance ; whereof I will give a few notable in- 
ſtances. 

After that memorable great Bartail and Naval 
Expedition againſt Alcharoya, (when all Bombycina, 
with the adjacent Iſlands , were ar the ſtake ) was 
won, .the relation being brought him, what a glo- 
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rious Viorie was got, and with what difficulcie, and 
how long the fluttred upon the wings of doubrful ſuc- 
ceſs, he wag nor ſurpriz'd a whit with any exulting 
motions of joy; only he ſaid, That his Eroiher,who was 
Genetaliſſimo in the ſervice, had ventu*d very far ;. And it 
was the firſt rime that he ever daignd to ſtile him 
Brother, though they were of the ſame Stock, bur hea. 
Branch of the wild Olive, Theſe were the moſt impor- 
tant and gladſomſt ridings that poſſibly could be 
brought him, both concerning himſelf and all the 
Weſtern world, as the caſc rhen ſtood. 

Pa adverſe fortune alſo, he was the ſame : For, af- . 
rer that mighty Expedition againſt D7#iat, when the 
very Virgin news was brought him of the moſt diſa- 
ſtrous miſcarriage of his Fleer, that monſtrous Sca- 
Gianrteſs, rhe hugeſt that ever ſpread ſzyl upon ſalt 
water, take Bulk and. Building tog:ther ; when all 
the circumſtances were punQually related 'unto him, | 
how the whole defign was dathd by ill weather, he was 
not mov'd a jot from himſelf, bur calmly faid, He had 

ſent them to fight againſk DRUiINA, mot againſt the 
Deitz? of Heaven,againſt men not againſt meteors. And |; 
theſe were the ſaddeſt news that poſlibly could come :. 
unto him.. This having been. an enterpriſe ſo much * 
rumina ed upon, ſo moulded and matur*d by time, 
w:ith ſuch infinite expence ; the Legalitie of the a& 
having bin pap and authoriſed by a ſpecial Be- 
nedi&ion from” rhe great Arch-Fl:mn, which puff'd | 
up the undertakers with ſuch a certirude and infalli- 
bilitie of hopes and preſumprions , that in Petrople 
there were. Bonehres already made, in joy of the * 
Conqueſt of D7uina, Yet, at the ſaid long exp:Red 
relation, there appeared not in him. the leaſt altera- 
rion or reſentment in the world, for the miſcarriage 
of this Mightic Action, and Izvincible Fleet, as the 
was tearm'd ; which prov'd, as one ſaid,bur a kind of 
Morrice-dance upon D747 4's Waves, Another 
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Another time, being ſhut up a whole day in his Clo- 
fer, rodiſpatch ſome private inſtruQions for Leoncia, 
abour rhe time of her firſt revolt; and bringing them 
forth faicly written, ro b2 dryed, his then Secicra, ze 
_ famous min;ſter of State) being with the ſud- 

cenneſfs of his comming ſurpriz'd, pour*d the Ink- 
box all over the Writings, and ſo defac'd them, that 
they were made altogether illegible ;.: This did nor 
a whit ſtir him, or raiſe any motion in him, but he 
calmly call'd for more Paper, ro reſ{cribe them ; ſhew- 
ing him the difference *twixt the Ink-box and Sand- 
box, againſt rhe next time, 

Thus ar ſudden or ſad-events, in Eclipſes and Sun- 
ſhine, in Calm and Tempeſts, ar ill or tertunare Oc- 
currences, he was immoveably rhe fame ; nor could 
any crofle inexp2&ed contingencie, were it of nevcr 
ſo grear conſequence, diſtraQ, much lefle divorce him 
from himſelf. 

The-Philsſophers teach, That za natural Bodies, all 
things decay by the inward conflitt of their Principle, aud 
the reluftancie of the predominaut Elements : fur, uf a Budy 
were evenly balanced by the four Elements whence the hu- 
(ors are derived, it would be unperiſhable. 

The manners of the mind often follow the rem- 
per of theſe humors, therefore in this Prince it ſeems; 
there were the ſcldomſt and weakeſt ſtruglings a- 
mongſt them that could be; A ſerious reſerv'd ſpecu- 
lative Prince he was, and could ſee far and near with- 
our SpeRacles or ProſpeQtive, and it was ſaid of 
one of Druina's Monarchs, :* was uſed to ſtand inthe 
dark to others, but he made all the world to ſtand inthe light 
tohiz!, He would often complain againſt his Siſter of 
Druiaa, inthat ſhe fomented-the 1'e/6zrs his own na- 
mral Subjects againſt him, thar ſhe intercepred his 
Treaſure, and- countenanced her Captains to ro» 
him in Columbiza, and all this withour any provoca--- 
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tion as he thought, pretending thar he had deſery'd 0- 
thetwiſe of her, by being once the chiefeſt inftrument 
of ſaving her life, and of reſtoring her ro liberty, and 
having an Ambaſlador refident then at her Courc, 
when theſe traverſes of Enmitie happened. Hce 
was a greac example of PIETIE in his kind, | 
and thar in ſo intenſe a degree, that he was uſed to ſay, 
If h! kaew the Piincely plant which firſt ſprupg out of hica 
did but brandle or hefitat in bus Religion, he would have 
his breaft ripped up, and thoſe thoughts plucked out of bim, 
nay he would gather flicks himſilf to burn him. 

The cauſe of the ſo early fall of that Prince is a 
riddle tothis hour, bur one time in a gay humour he + 
wiſhed in the hearing of his Sire, he had Elayana's 
Crown upon his head bur only one day ; And this ex- 
travagant with (as *rwas thought) did him no good ; 
for nor long after, he was tranſplanted into the other 
World by an immature Fate. 

Another Argument, or rather Monument, of the 
Pierie of this Platouique Prince, was that work of won- 
der, thar glorious Strufure, which with expence of 
eight Millions of Treaſure, and twentic three years of 
Time, ( he himſelfenjoying the contentment of ir 
twelve whole years after ir was faniſh'd) he caus*d to 
be erected, in memorie of that famous Battaile he gor 
againſt Ampelsna, being then in Leoncia : And not as 
much in honour of the day, as of the Martyr, whoſe 
day it was; proportioning the Fabrique to the ſhape of 
a gridyron the Inſtrument he ſutfered upon. The 
Handle of it, makes a Mag-1ificent Royal Palace ; the 
Body, an huge Aſſembly of Cloyſters, which make up 
a Convent, and an Academie. And ſo intentive were 
his thoughts upon this Piece of Piety, that when the 
long-longd for tidings were poaſted ro him, of the 
miſcarriage of the fore-mentioned Fleet, which ſayld 


at firſt with the wings of ſuch contidence againſt 
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D;uina,he then having his eyes fixd u pon a Maſon who 
was fiting a corner-ſtone, would neither aske, heare, 
or read one fillable, untill he ſaw that ſtone ſerleg .. 
Such a vaſt pile was never reard up by ſcaftold, and I 
ſubſcribe ro them thar hold, the World hath nor the like 
in one intire picce.. And built itis with that unuſuall 
folidnes, and moderate height,thar ir ſeems: in. his. 
firft thoughts he intended to make a Sacrifice of it to 
perpetuity, and to be able ro conteſt with the iron. 
reeth of Time. It hath a quadrangle for every month 
in the yeare: and whoſoever will take an cxa& ſurvey 
of ir, muſt goz above 30000 paces forward, about and. 
backward, within the circumference of the walls; and. 
the very keyes of this huge Edifice, poiſe above 000. 
weight. This great Magizs being ſcizd upon by the 
hand of Death, he ſaid none ſhould carry him to his. 
owne Sepulcher, meaning thar- mighty Monument, . 
bur himſelfe: Where he was no ſooner come, bur this 
huge Olive, which flouriſh'd fo long, ( though ſhaken. 
with many ſhrewd ſtormes ) fel, as they ſay, of vermi- 
culation being all worme-eaten within , 

The ſuccceding Princely Ol:ve, though in profound: 
reaches of Policy he came thorrt of him, yer in Picty he 
rather exceeded him. He relyed more upon the Spt- 
riruall power then the Temporall, holding it the ſaicft 
courſe; And indeed it was one of the Cardinall in-- 
ſtrucions his expiring Sire left him 3 An other was 
'gainſt all the world wage war , But with Druina doe 
mot jarre. By the intervention of the Oke and the 
Vine, this calme minded Prince, yeildcd 1o make a 
Truce with the Hydrcamaas and to treat with them 
as with Free-Stares, from v hi:h words , they. e-- 
yer fince dcr;ve their independ: ncie , though E=- 
layza denie, that ſhe ever pronounc'd them pokiively 
free , bur rcrorts the argument upon them :. For,. 
if ſhe condeſcended ro Treat with them as with 
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Free-Stares, the Hypotheſis muſt be, that rhey were 
not free : for the Topique Axiome is, Nu{[um ſenile? 
eſt /1d:m , but whether it wil hold in Policie, I wil not 
detcrmine.

Beut theſe times there arrived in Druzaa a 
Rhenuſin Prince (Altapizins,) and Rhenuſeum 
abounds with Princes, yer they are from 
the beginning bur branches fallen from the Imperial 
Ced:r, whereof ſome are grown up (fagle, other are 
multiplied into a great number of Groves. 

Hogs is thatextenr of ground which belongs ro the 
fer.mbulation of this mighty Foreft,which were ſhe en- 
rirely ſubje& ro the Cedar, would prove formidable 
both to rhe Vie, the Olive, and the Uhe with all other, 
and would be able of her ſelf ro make head againſt 
rhar huge Giantefle Alcaronz ; Bur Rnenuſiwm being di- 
vided between fo many abſolute Princcs, and they 
of abour equal puiflance, (as a great River cut into ' 
many Channels grows weaker and ſhallower) Khcnu{i- 
am ſtrives only to counterpoiſc her ſelf. 

Her Trees are wel timbred, tal and beautifu', they 
are all commonly of the nature of the Play, or like 
Horlenſs :s his graffe, which love to be watred w:th 
wine, but they uſe not only to be watrcd therewith, ' 
bur ro be overwhelin'd and drown'd therein, for they 
drink eften paſſively, which made one aſcribe unto 
them theſe rwo properties, 7s under{iazd more than th:y 
£44 WEFCY ;, And drink moarethen they can catry, And the us 
niverſality of this vice, feems to take away the infanmy 
of it; ſo that whoſoever is rempzrat tierce, muſt nceds 
be more temperat than any where elſe, for he muſt be

hath bin a kind of continual 4#!1mm: with him. In fo + 
much rhat whoſoever wil undertake now the Imperial 
diadem, muſt have of his own wherewith to ſup- - 
porr and prore& ir; which I beleeye is one of the 
reaſons, that it hath contiuucd theſe two Apes and + 
more years in one ſtem, that ſtem which is-now ſo - 
much ſpoken of, and envyed in the World,” And . 
this reaſon of Stare ſounds. well why the Sepremwirate 
lets it continue there ſo long, becauſe this Race - 
having irs hereditary territorics as Ramparts upon : 
thoſe regions that the huge Eaſtern Bramble Tyran- - 
nizeth ovcr,is beſt able ro preſerve Rhenvſoum from his: - 
fury. 

Bur ro know the true cauſe why the Cedar hath | 
ſo long warped, and fallen ro this decay, I muſt lead: : 
you over the hills ro Bombyc:n:, that great Mazazin 
of wits, and minion of Nature, where ſome places ac- - 
knowledge no other ſeaſon bur the ſpring ; and they - 
who abſtrat Paradiſe from the Earthly Globe, . 
would have it to be in that part of the Heavens which + 
is her Canop.ec. 

P.tropole is the City which once” awed nor only - 
all B1wbycina, but fignoriz'd over moſt parts of the - 
habitable earth, fo far, that her trepheys and rerti- - 
rories were {aid to know no froutires ; yet arfirſtthe

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Others have compar'd the Izze ro the Stag in the 
fable, which ſhrowded himſelf under the branches of 
the /72e in a time of neceſſity, which being paſled, he 
fel a brew3in2, and to eat up thoſe /eaves which had 
preſerved him; Thus the 12 is ſaid ro uſe the Cedar, 
with others of his Patrons, who our of a high con- 
ccipr of ſanEiry rhey held of him, becauſe he was the 
great Arch flamm, proteQed him upon all occaſions, 
and would not ſtand out with him in any thing 3. Bur 
pitty it is, that the fruits of Piety ſhould be fo abu- 
ſed ; and thar, rhar high degree ot honour, that great 
Arch-Flamin-Ship which ar firſt was ordacaed to be a 
ſpur to bolineſs, (hawld after become a ſti;10p to pride. 

And as Petropole at her firſt riſe, when ſhe came to 
be Miſtrefle of the fourth Monarchy, and was at her 
higheſt flouryh, uſed ro clip the wings of vittory, thar 
ſhe ſhould not fly away from her; ſo the would have 
done to Relzzion alſo, fince the Ivie came to be her 
Lord, thar it ſhould be found no where c!{c, bur be-- 
rween her walls ; which made all the World to have 
recourſe ro her, as to the ſole Oracle of ſacred Truth, 
the Source of ſaving Knowledge, and Confiſtoric of 
Mercie ; and going about tv monopolize Religion by 
theſe ſteps, ſhe made a kind of Merchandize of holy 
things, and grew ro be an excellent Chymiſt, thar 
could tranſmure Lead into Gold ; perſwading the filly 
Clicnt, that of that Lead he might make himſelf 
Keyes to op2n Heaven Gates. Thus Religion gor 
wealth, Picty begor Policy ,bur afterwards the Daugh- 
ters were ſaid to devour their Mothers. 

Adde hereunto, thar ir was the practice of the Ivic, 
ro ſ{uſcitare and engage the Cedar, with other Princes 
whom he could Ser into his grapple, to embark them- 
ſelves in holy Expeditions abroad, and ſometimes 
to make them caſh their branches one againſt the 0. 
ther, at home; wherby he rook often opportunitie, 
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to ſeize ſtill upon: ſomethin g rowards the ſtrengthen-- 
ing and embulking of himſelt , He went on to cling 
cloſer and cloſer ro the conſcience, and- fo: brought 
the Cedar, the Vine, and the Oke, with all -the Weſtern 
Potenrarcs to bow unto him,to doe Homage to his ve- 
ry 7runke, andin a manner to idolatrize him , and 
tremble as the Aſpe before him . h 

He qualified the (eaar with the CharaQer of his 
fir#t ſonne; the / me, of his younger, and the Ghe, of | 
his adopted ; though I know no reaſon, why the Oke 
may not challenge the right of Primogeniture above 
all the reſt, in regard his Crownes were firſt irradia- 
ted with the gleames of ſacred Truth ; and, as fome 
great Clcaiks avouch, before Letropoſe her ſclte ; and 
rouching that 7 ze Defenderſhip,which doth peculiarize 
Drnina's Monarch from all other, it is muck more an- 
cient than the common opinion holds it . 

The O/w?, this laſt Centenary of yeares,hath much 
complycd with the .1vie, making profeſſion to be his 
Champion: and indceed,he hath more reaſon than orhers 
to induce him thereunto, in regard he holds moſt of 
his Dominions in Fee of him; and amongſt the reſt, 
Hipparcha, which is one of the faireſt Flowers of his 
Crowne, being the moſt. delicious Soyle of all Romb:- 
cina: and this A dcrains from the 1ze, will he nill he, 
For the 1vie ſhould be the true poſſeſlorie Lord there- 
of : Butthe Olzvediſpenceth with his Conſcience in 
this point, to paſle it oyer with a Complement, and a 
Her1or once every yeare, though he incur the thun- 
der of an unavoidable Curſe thereby . But one hath 
wittily obſcry'd, that that brave prauncing . Courſer, 
which Hrpparcha gives for her Creſt,being tormerly ſo 
full of metal, that he would ſcarce brooke Bridle or 
Saddle, hath been ſo broken and brought low by E- 
layana, that he will now patiently rake the Bitt, and 
beare a Pack-ſaddic or Panniers , if need _— _ 
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which ſhe layes on. him once cvery three yeares, 
The Izye, bythe degrees aforeſaid,bcing led by ſuch. 
another Genius it ſeemes, as the firſt Nurſery of Plants 
Perrople had, who varniſh'd all their atrempts with a 
ſingular reverence to the Gods, came from very ſmall 
beginnings to a ftupendous height . Bur there is one 
ſhrewd brand on ir, that his grearcſt ?atron opened a 
way tothe Empire by a black way of perfidiousneſle 
7 Treaſon, in {cling down that (edar, which was 
his liege Lord and Maſter; and to comply with the 
Ivje, condeſcended to give him, among other benefits, 
Petrople for his Court . Eyer fince, the great Arcn- 
Flamin hath wonderfully thriven : for proceeding. ro - 
domineere over, and captivate the noblcſt parr ot rhe / 
intelle&uall Creature, he aflum'd power to depoſs 50- 
veraigne Princes, to d:ſpoſe of their Diadems, and ro 
diſpence with their ſubjz<&s from all ries of naturall 
obedience . And fo liberall he hath been, as ty give. 
away Druid ( winch be tearmed hy inexhaiſtcd Sourc? ) 
once to the V me, an other time tothe 0%, bur with 
this Proviſo, if they could conquer her ; wherin 
they both touly faild, though thcy employd rhe utmoſt 
of their cengrth « 

And the 1vie came at laſt ro dotheſe Feats by force 
and terrour, a courſe very diſzgreeableto his calling; 
Fo. the Temporall and Spiritual! Power ſhout l have an 
enogre with thoſe two ule of the Soul,the Will,and 
the Underſtanding:. The wi { dealeth with the under ſtand- 
ing ly way of power and peremptorie command, but the un- 
dc:ftanding, after. a ſweet way of miehneſſe, workes upon 
the uz by perſwaſions aud ſtrength of Reaſon, and ſ0 
leades bim along with a ſilken threed as ut weie,, 


He amuſd the world, that the Keyes which open and 
and ſhut H-aven, and let downe to Hell, hang only 
upon his Zranch.s; his Deczees came to be as obliging 


as - 
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as the Decalogue, the threats of his diſpleaſure, came 


to be as dreadfull as Thunderbolts : bur of late years 
they are found to be of a clean contrary quallitie : 
Fo; the Thunderbolt  obſtrued to qualh aa1 iru(h thoſe 
Bodies, which with their toughne(s reſi(t, but to ſpaie thoſe 
which are plyable and yeelding ; as oft times we find the 
Body of the Tree crfbd 19 flitters, when the Bark #5 not 
touch*d : bnt thoſe Fulminations which are darted fiom 


Petropolis, are obſtc/*d to be of a quite different nature : 


for upoa them that withſtand and bear up againſt them, 
they are as Thunder bolts fallme mto the Sea, forecleſs, and 
burtleſs. 

And hereof the Royal Okhe (and ſome hold, That the 
rzght Ohke, bring JOVE*S Tree, ſacra Jovi Quercus, 
exempt from the [tro2h of Thunder) made firſt proof of, 
of any other Soveraign Prince ; after him the Frre, 
then the Aſh, with ochers, followed : and memorable 
is the Anſwer which one of the Royal Firres made Pe- 


tropolzis, when ſhe would have exacted a new Pecuni. 


aric Durie of him ; and ir was this: That he had re- 
ceiv'd Life from bis Parents , the Kingdom fon his 
People, and Religion from Perropolis, which if Petropo- 
lis deſor*d let bey take it to her agam. 

Moreover, this great Arch-flamin amus'd the world, 
Thar he was induced with the Spirit of infallib:litic, 
Thar he was a /peak:ng Scripture ; fo that, Herefie was 
detind to be nothing elſe all the world over, than az 
0pi110n in holy things contrary co bus decſion, And eaite 
it was to induce the Poplars to belceye this, who were 
allow'd no other Books bur Images; and raughr be- 
fides, Thar Ignorance was the Mother of Deyotion ; 
and thatin praying, God Almightie would under- 
ſtand them wel enough, though they did not under- 
ſtand themſelves, nor the words wherein they praycd: 
And in ſuch Orifons, how is it poſſible that the hearr 
and tongue ſhould be Relatives 2 R 

ut 
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Bar m_ it ſeems to me, that He who is moun- 
e:d ro this high Office, thould be quite our of rhe 
reach of all Error, (for commonly when one elz.nbs very 
hiyh,vss head is ſubject to twin).confidering,how grofiely 
ignorant ſome of them were, that they underſtood 
not the Language of the Licurgie, conſidering alfo 
what prodigious Vices reignd in ſome of them ; And 
Vich, lenovrance,aud Error are commonly individual Mates, 
uſbering in oze another. 

Their own Hiſtorical Secretarie, one that was beſt

d not the reputation and reverence the World 
bears to the humilitie and povertic of ſome inno- 
cent Graff5, that creep up in holy Orders under him, 
bora out the ſcandal of his Excefſes; For it was 
plainly diſcovered, that whereas the Ow! was us'd 
to build his Neſt inthe Ivic, Superſticion and Error 
(which are alſo B:rds af Darkneſs) chruſt him our, and 
took his room, : 

Bur of late years, that ſuper-politique and irre- 
fragable Socictie of the Loyo!zſts have propp'd up the 
I42 ; ſo thar all their conſultations and ſtudie rends 
20 aggrandize him, to render him ſole and ſupreme 
Lord of all che Earth:And, as for the Sprritval Power, 
they would hoyſe him up to be the only Head ; fo 
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for the Temporal, they would alſo have one Lord

Rabizes, and the cloſeſt ſort of Intelligencers ; for | 
they have a wayto ſcrue into the moſt inmoſt Clo. | 
ſers of Princes, and to go between the very Bark | 


and the Tree ; though many times they prove E are- 


2125 and Caterpullers ro the. talleſt Trees, Nor do | 


they make their Mercuries ex quolzbet ligno; for they 


never admit any Plockhs into their Societie,. but the | 
beſt-tymbred and. choiſeſt Plants, which they reare up | 


for ſuchuſes, as beſt ſuires and goes along with the 
grain of their Genzzs, And though it be againſt their 
Canon, to receive Money for Almes ; yet whereſocyer 
they plant, they preſently grow up to.an . incredible en- 
creaſe of Wealth. 

Theſe Serapiticael Fathers do ſo under yalue all other 
Orders, thar they have a ſaying :

they are no other than Logs ordain'd for Hel-fre. 
Which Opinion, though it carry with it an hor kind 
c: Zeal, it hath liccle Charitie, 1 am ſure, with it : 
For, bcfides thoſe Myriads of Plants which grow «9, 
and fall, under the Oke, the Firre, the 4ſh, and the 
lows, and are thick [ct with Pctropolitans in. Rberu- 
fum and Amprlona, with ſundry other Forcſt , which 
have long fince ſhaken off the ſtil-encroaching ze ; 
that vaſt Tract of Earth which Yelzania contains , 
and thoſe numberlcfle multitudes which are up and 
down A'caro1a ; nay, thoſe which are in and abour 
the holyeſt of Cities, with that immenſe Kezzon, which 
ſome hold to extend from one Tropique to the other, 
Lord:d over by Jochan Bu! , who tearms himſelf 
alſo the Head of the Church, and Touchfione of ſacred 
Truth, and Tree of Knowledge, &c. (whom that great 
(lhe, and late Correor of Times, would have to 
bear another Name, but wrongfully) I fay, that huge 
Territorie, which this grear meds with his Abu- 


| a2, doth pollefle ; fince all theſe bear the general Cha- 
{ rater of Chriſtians, and have the grounds and exer- 
' ciſe of the Rites of true Piety, though in divers forms,

Ler none miſtake me, as if, while I rreat of 
Tries, I ſhould go about ro make poylond Ar- 
rows of them, to dart at Peuropolzs; No; I 
reverence her from my very Soul, for the firſt 
ancient Mother Church, *cis not her Religion, 
bur the corruption of it that I queſtion: And ir 


hath becn the praRice of the ill ſpirir, Thar 
where 
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where Truth ereeth ber Church, he helps Eyror to rear up | 


a Chappu! hard by, nay he is often in the Chancel, 
when God is in the body of the Church, 

I firmely ſubſcribe, and fubmit my ſelf t@ what- 
ſoever was ordained and aced in her, the farſt four 


Centurie of years ; for, nothing makes more for the | 


confirmation of my Faith , then zer DoRrine and | 


praftiſe then. 


For in thoſe Ages, a great many of her blefled 4: ch- | 
Flawins creeping lowly upon the ground , yeelded | 


themſelves to be made Boxefires, for the maintenance 
of Truth; and our of their aſhes, ſprung up more and 
more innumerable holy Plazts, which did wonder- 
fully propagate, and they were all indued with the ver- 


tac of the Palm ; the more they were oppreſs'd and 0- | 
Serſet with the _ of Perſecution, the faſter ftron- | 


ger, and [tre:zhter they grew np. 


In thoſe days, the light of Divine Knowledge did | 
ſtream from Petropolis, in beams of Innocencie , |} 


Simpleneſs, and Humilitie; bur afrerwards (htlas) 


it came to be offuſcated and half choak'd up with | 


Fogs of humane Fancies. 


Some preſume ro affirme, thar if the Almightie | 


would aflume a viſible externe ſhape, ir ſhould be 
compounded of Light and Truth, they are fo effen- 
tial unto him : Petropolss was once adorn'd with 
both theſe ; bur long fince, the one hath becn ſhrewd- 
ly diarrd, the other deprav'd, though neither quite 
extinguith'd (as ſome affirme in her_) So thar I be- 
Iceve Druiaa nad never forſaken Petropalis, had Pc- 
tropol:s ſtood firme to her ſelf, and not {wery'd from 
her firſt grounds. 

Bur I find, thar all the Devices and Chrochers of 
new Inventions which crepr into her, tended either r9 
encreale the wealth, or enlarge the power of the 1vie 
(andthe Yews) and make his branches ſpread 4 
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| The Bark of the Prime Apoſtle was imployed to Py- 


racie, and his Keyes to unlock the Treaſuries of. 
Princes ; and where they could nor do, the Sword 
ſhould break them open. Bur for his imaginary E x- 
chequer, wherein were hoorded the redundancy of 
good works, nothing muſt open that, but Keys of 
maſſic Gold ; Arguments were turn'd to Armes, and 
Miters to Helmets : which made the World, inſtead 
of being reRitied, to run headlong into ſtrange ob- 
liquitics of Schiſme and Confuſion. As much, if nor 


' more afhance and conceir of comfort began to be had 
| in them whoonce were linners, (and yer but ſuppoſed 


Saints) then in the Savious himſelf and the copies of 
them ador'd whoſe 9:iginals were frying perhaps in 
Hel fire ; Vows and Oriſons were made to them, thar 
knew norning of the heart; and amongſt ſuch a num- 
ber of pettie Deities, God himſelf (who is jealous of 


! his own honor) was half forgotten, Dignitics in Hea- 
| ven, were diſpos'd of one Earth ; and to one of their 


Modern Saints, that gue was given, which Lucifer 
loſt. And the blefledſt of mortal Wights, that ever 


| breath'd the Ayr of this lower Region, now queſtion- 
| leſs the higheſt Saint in the Celeſtial Hierarchie, be- 


gan to be ſo impertinently importund, that a great 
part of Divine Liturgie was addreſs'd ſolely ro her, 
in ſuch a way that ſhe queſt:onleſs deteſts. They came 
ſo far in this point, that to make a pcrfe& ſalve for 
a ſick Soul, they held there muſt be a mixture and 
compound made of the mothers milk, and the ſons 
bloud, and that they are both of equall vertue, 
Traditions and the Ivi2s Decretalls were made of 
equal force, and as authentical as the ſacred Charter 
it {clf, and as much obl:ging the Conſcience; and 
his Commands obſerv'd with more terror, then thoſe. 
which were delivered by the Voice o: the Almighric, 
in Thundes and Lightning, Ir came to palle, rhat ir 
grew 
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grew a common thing , for one to plant 4 Tree, and 
with one part to heat his Oven, with the other 
to roaſt-his 'Meat,, and -to make his God of the 
third. 

And wheras at the beginning, Man'was made aftcy Gods 
image, which muſt be underſtood of the intern graces of the 
Soul, it grew a common praftiſe, to make God aficr mans i- 
mage in extern groſſe corporeall ſhapes, wheras the incom- 
prebenſeble Majeſty of the A'mighty can netther be circums- 
ſa il'd wm place or rprejeated in Pliture, O any way defin'd, 
tut dak'y deſcrib'd by any aggregation of his Atir- 
butes . 

And wheras he being a Spirit ought to be {ſerv*d 
in ſpirit, and chicfly with intern worſhip, and in- 
graven only in rhe tables of the hearr, moſt of His 
ſervice came now to be in cxternall ſhewes and re- 
preſentations, His Temples being fild wirh cers- 
rain kindes of Antique faces and great Puppets in 
every corner ; Sothar Petropo'is became ( as a little 
after her firſt foundation when ſhe was a Pagan ) 
4 meere Grove of gulls . 

Moreover the mind was carried away with fuch 
a fond conceipr, that Heaven , and thar eternall 
weight of plory which is reſerv'd there for the Bleſ- 
{ed , might be over-merired by ſurpluſage of works ; 
wha as thee was never any proportion yet twixt mfiut'y 
and t!:.:gs fiaite; Nor was this Earth ever Inld but an n- 
aiuible point , and a thing of nod miaſioa at all in re- 
jpedl of the Heavens; and there ſhould be alwaies a kind 
of jropurtiom twiyt the work and the 1eward, 

T hus they thought to climb up to Heaven, upon 
the 7ree of their own Merits, wheras they ſhould have 
obſcrvycd tharthe Publican was bid to come down the 
Tree, before Grace could deſcend upon him. 

After this unlucky brood of errours, there crepr in 
odde Philoſophicall ſubrilties, and forc*d _ of 
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Art, which did much puzzle Sacred Theologie, and 
threw as itwere dirt in her face, with their claſſical 
diſtinQions, cavils, quiddities, and ſo transform'd her 
ro a mcer kind of ſophiſtry and logomachy. 

Yer a!l this cannor deprive Pct: opolis of the Cha- 
rater of 2 trite Church, (I cannor ſay adve; bially rrue 
(ind God 3s a [1007 of adv; bs) the ſtil hath the eflenrial 
grounds, with the externe protetſion and exerciſe of 
laving knowledge, Though 7 ares repuliulat, there is 
wheat ſtil lete in the Field , the Foundation is good , 


| though ſome odde Swuperſtrifiures have been rais'd 


upon the firſt ſtory ; And he that prics into her with 
impartial cys, wil find that ſhe is nor ſo corrupt in her 
potions, as in her prathiſe, for many who have been 
aliyred by her Books, have been «wyted again by her 
Churches, and the fight of her ceremonics, and an- 
tique fozmes, which in ſome places are ſuch, that 
whereas Divinity ſhould go clad like a Grave FVenca- 
te Matron, ſhe may be ſaid to be accoutred rather like 
a Courtiſant. * 

Bur ſvme there are who do proſecute Petropdlis with 
ſuch a black irreconcileable mal:ce, that whatſoever 
hath bcen once pra&iſed in her,though arbitrary and 
indifferent in ir ſelf, rending happily ro decency and 
outward Ornament only, they cry it down for dan- 
gcrous Idolatry ; They chink they can never run far 
enough from her, wherby many of them ſtriving to fly 
from ſu/e;11:02 fal into flat prophancſs,, holding rhis 
hatred of 'etropel:s to. be a point of holineſs; Nay ſuch 
is their mal:gnancy in this kind,thar it exrends tothe 
very inanjmat Creatures of Stone, Wood and Glaſs, ſo 
far, :.ar had they their wils, there thould not a Roof, 
Wal o: W ndow ſtand which was once conſecrated by 
Furo, 71. Aud he was wel lerv'd for his had Zeal,who 
coing to cut down an ancient whiteHauthory-trec,which 
becautcthe%4fzd before orbers, might be an occaſion of 
Superſtition, 
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Suptrf4/:08, had ſome of the priefles flew int his eye, 
and made him Monocular. 

Yer for all the ſpeciaus fruirs of ſan@iry theſe D- 
tard Trees outwardly bear, ſome of them are found 
commonly to be rotten ar the hearr, they are like pu- 
trified wood ſhining inthe dark : And their fruir like

As long as there are djverſirie of Climes, whence the Celeſtial ſel 
bodies ſend down their influences, and make impreſſual* 
pon the mind in d:ffeent degrees of temper, there mult 
1arioius Idea*s and conceptions of the Deity, aſwel as 0 h 
all other things; And as time doth work a rCvolutionin it. 
Fulf,, ſo it doth tn all ſublunary matters ; we grow weary if 
old things, of Moral and Pe1:t:ch Laws, of the moſt exati 
and regularſt Languages, of outward habits, yea- the i;- 
ward habit#des are ſubject to this ; any Religion ber ſelf is 
208 exempt, but like the Moor. hath her Eclpſes, Change 
end Spots; And as ſome Aſtronomers affirme theſe ſpecks] ; 
which are diſcerned in the body of the Moon to be caus'd by 
he ſhadowy refletions of Rocks and Mountains whid 
ait 
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are pen tht ſurface of the E arth ; So the ſwelling vain con= 
cexpss, that ariſe in, and puſſe up the mind of man, are the 
cauſes of ſuch blemiſhes in Religion, 

An undeniable principle it is, that there is but one Truth, 
and one T rack which leadeth to the right notion of the Al- 
mighty : 4nd certainly He being a Spirit and the moſt 
ſimple of efſences, they approach neareſt this Track, who 
ſerve Him, as 1 ſaid before, in Spirit and ſimplicity of 
thoughts, with the leaft mixtnre of externe Rights and h= 
mane inventions : for as in Heraldry, *tis held a rule, that 
the platner the Coat of Armes is, the more axcient it #8: [0 
in the blazon of true Religion, the more (ample and plain the 
forme 3s, (yet 1 always preſuppoſe decencie) the nearer it 
comes to the old Primituetimes. 

Therefore, that Religion which hath leaſt of the outward 
0bjeft, 19 avoid all eccaſrons of Idolatrie, but woiſhips the 
God-head by a ſpeculative aft of the menderſianding, and 
geeth direftly to Himſelf; That Religion which derogates 
from the Creature, and aſcibes moſt glory to the Creator , 
That which transfers nt his Honour, (whereof be is moſs 
jealors) or miſ-applyeth it to any other ; That which makes 
the poop peccant Soul rely only upon the Riches of his mercy, 
and ſo by a neceſſary recourſe to emboſome and endeare her 
ſelf unto bim ; That Religion ſurely 35 moſt agreeable tathe 


$izvifible and omniſcious God, 


And my heart trembleth, when 1 think how few 
there are of chis, upon the ſurface of the Earth : For, 
as one who had convers'd far and neer with rhe Ciri- 
zens of the world, doth ayouch, if the terreſtrial 
Globe were divided into thirty parts,they would hard- 
ly make up rhree parts of thirtie. 

But whither am 1 thus tranſported 2 I hope to be 
diſpens'd withall, in regard of the quality of the ſub- 
x&, which is the #aicum neceſſarium, that made me to 
dwel ſo long upon ir, I ſhould now poſt back ro Druj- 
mw; but that before I part with Boybycina, I muſt

' KK ND here beholda thing of wonder, an 37þ0ſ- 
ſobility in aa impoſſibility , the famous Adriana 

fired upon an aflembly Iſlands, in the very 
Jaws of Neptune: where being planted ar the very 
firſt a Chriftien, ( a prerogative ſhe worthily vaunts of 
above all other ) ſhe bk continued a Virgin ever 
ſince, neer upon twelve long Apes, under the ſame 
form and face of government, without any viſible to- 
ken, or leaſt wrinckle of old Ape. 

The great Arch-Flamin eſpouſd her once to Neptune, 
and a Prophecy there is, Thar ſhe ſhall continue ever 
a Virgin, unrill he forlakes her: and he,of late years, 
is obſervd to ſhrink, and grow weaker abour hcr,as if 
ſke had made him over-labour himſelfe roo much up- 
onher. And it is well known, no place ſwimmes more 
in all manner of wanton plcaſure; witnefle thoſe mul- 
tirudes of Medlars which make their Beds, and are 
permired to grow about the Myrile, for which ſhe is fo 
much ſpoken of all the world over . 

Moſt renowned Adriana hath zbeen, for brave ex- 
ploits up and down the World, having wreſtled with 
che greateſt of Earthly Perentares; $he re-eſtabliſhed 
the Eaſtern Cedar more than once, in,his Throne ; ſhe 
reſtor'd the 1vytwice in his holy Sear , being chas'd 
our of Petropols ; which made the great A3ch-Flamin 
of late yeares £0 be -fouly .raxd of a kind of ingra- 
rirude, inoffering tocauſc her Armories to be detac'd 
in .his Court, having ſo well deſervd. of him : Bur 
it is thought, fince the expelFd the Loyoliſts our of 
her Territories, Petropelis hath ſtill a grudge to her, 


which 
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which lierh yer indigeſted, and is in her-like Lees in 
the bottom of a tub of Wine, which art- the leaſt. ſtir. 
ing ofthe veſlell is ready to riſe up . 

By the Charter of her Saint, ſhe is to have in her 
Arſenall as many warlike Veſlels, as there be daies in 
the year;and inthe Sunimer ſcaſon,as many in courſe 
as there be houres in the naturaltday, ro ſcoure three 
hundred miles of Sea, whereof ſhe is proteRrefle. And 
ſom kind of Veſlells ſhe hath, which knew not how to 
be beaten, untill of late yeares thar top of Druina's Ca- 
valizrs ( one that hath ſpirit enough to aQuare thar 
goodly rall Bulke ) receiving from them ſom affronts, 
met with them handſomely , and. bangd them to 
good purpoſe . 

In that dangerous League, when moſt of the Occi- 
dentall Porentares were banded againſt her, and in a 
manner conſpir'd to finke her, ſhe bore up above wa- 
ter, againſt them all , Bur her cuſtom hath beene , 
to picce the Lyons skinne with a i'ox tayle, and fo 
to ſupply the weaknefle of Force , by wilineſle of 
Art , and .adyantage of- Treatie , And it is well 
knowne ,. how the Myrtle hath taught. the 77:1- 
lewes of late yeares part-of her cunning z berween 
whom , . there | is an irrefragable Confederacy, to 
bayre Elayana, and ſtopp the further growth of the 
Ove, 

Amongſt other rhings, Adriana is much cryed up 
for, her rich Treaſure is one,which Elayana hath often 
attempted ro exhauſt: And-one of her Embaffadours 
defiring ona time to ſee it, ſeemd to ſlight ir, in com- 
pariſon of his great Maſters Treaſure, which is perpe- 
tually groring, and hath no bottum, as that had: which 
made one ſay, That Adriana,in relation to the foure E- 
lemenrs, hath her Ciry in Water, her Treaſure in the. 
Ayre, her Vertuc in Fire, which makes the Earth fo 
to flye away from her «+ 

I rue it 1s, thar of late yeares the 2y7:le hath beene 
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ara ſtand, in improving the Treaſure of her Sai, 
fince Elayena hath croſs'd rhe EquinoRial, and found 
out a Track by Sea to Levantma ; whence Adriana did 
uſe to receive, not far from her own home, and dif 
penſe through all the Weſtern world, thoſe aroma- 
tique and daintie Fruits the 172dzan Trees aftoord; 
bur ſhe gives our,thatthe lofle of that Trade is recom- 
pznc'd , by certain fingular Immunities ſhe hath 
through ſome of the Dominions of Alcarona: So that 
of late years ſhe is ſhrewdly ſuſp:ed ro be a Concu- 
bine to the huge Bramble, who harh often /o2p'd her 
Myrtle, and cut off the only Regal Branch ſhe had :And 
againſt him it muſt be confeſs'd, ſhe is the greateſt 
Rampart, and beſt Securirie all the Weſtern Princes 
have an7 where by Sea. 
Thus the Myrtle flourifherh Nil : And truly, a rare 
and wonderful thing it is, that for ſo long a tra of 
Time, conſidering the violent ſtormes that have ſha- 
ken her ſo often, ſhe ſhould ſtil continue freſh, and 
without warping, or any conſiderable change, or the 
leaſt ſymptom of old Age, as I ſaid before. Whereas 0+ 
ther Political Bodies, of a far greater Bulk, haye mer 
with their Grand Climateric, and recciv'd Changes, 
in a far ſhorter Reyolution of Time, 

For Political Bodies, aſwel as Natural, bave their de- 
grees of Age, Declinings and Periods ; which 1 cannot ſo 
properly tearm Periods, as Succeſſions or Vicifitudes. Com- 
mon-weales have ofiea twin'd to Kingdoms, and Realms 
bave been cut out into Republicks ; the ruin of ont, being 
{tal the raiſing of the othex;as one foot cannot be lifted up,til 
the other be down : witaefs thoſe four mighty Monarches, 
which were as Spokes upon Fortunes heel, of as ſo many 
Nails driving out one another. 6 

And ſois it a!ſo in Natural Bodies ; the co:7uption of 
oze, 25 (!i| the generation of another « ſo that, it ſeems, Na- 
ture hath bct wheel alſo, aſwel as Fortune ; and the(e 
Changes 
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Changes and Chances, tend to preſerve the whole from de- 
caving, So, that the opinion of that Adrianian, ſiace ;;::1ch 
en'ich'd by a Learned Druinian, is far from deſtrving to 
ve ex: luded for a Paradox, viz. That the Vaiverſe doth 
not decay or zmpazre at alt in the whele, but in its indivi= 
duals and parts. 

F 67", as the preſerua;ion of the world, is a continual 
Produttion ; ſo in thu Produttioz, as 1 ſaid before, the 
corwptzoa of one, foreruns the generation of another : T heres 
fire, to bear up the whole, if there be a decay in one [lace, 
tu recompenc*d in ſome other : (0 that one may ſay, Na- 
ture danceth ia a Circle, and by this Circulation, preſtrues 
the viſible rrorld, 

The Mcteorologifts obſerue, that amone (t the four Elt=- 
ments, which ae the ingredients of a'l ſul lunary Creatures, 
there is a wotable kind of correſpoadncie s the Fire, by 
condenſation looſeth to the Air ; the Ar, by rare-fadtion 
looſeth fo the Fire ; watcr attenuated, becomes Air , Air 
thickned, becomes ipater ; the Earth, by ſecret conveyances, 
lets in the Sea, aud ſends it bach fieh ; her Bowels {«:- 
wing, as it were, for a Lymbique. So. that we ſee hureby, 
there is a punttual retribution, and a kind of mutual com 
penſation between them, which, doub:l-ſs, tunds 10 the pro= 
pagation and cencreaſe of all compount:d Bndies ; amang(t 
which, thereis a'ſo a perpetnt} and reftl fſe ſucceſiua of 
Individuals, to keep the whole from fayliag. For, as a 
Ship (as one made a very appoſie compariſon ) itding 
at anchor, tofſeth and tumbleth” up and down je p: thlly , 
yet cannot go b:yoad the length of the Cable to which (ft 13 
tyed, and ſo in this tarbulent motion ſheweth a emftancae :

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perfeition, as in former times , That virtue ſhints not with 
ſo ſtrong a luſtre; That lwuention is farre ſhallower, 
and Age ſhorter, That the Moderae world, oompar'd 
with the Anccent, is as a Dwaife upon a Giants ſhou'ders. 
07. as noone (hadywes comperd tothe Moraines . 

1 muſt confeſſe , Antiquity is weaerable ; which 
makes us cxi auate things preſent , and extoll things 
paſt, and make it ftill the burthia of our Song , Well 
fare the old Times; zaplzing theicby, a palpable decay 
or dotage in all thizigs. 

Yet we find, that the two great Luinmaries of eau an, 
and the reft of tb: Celeſtiall Bedics, have Si! the ſame wi;- 
zu8 and operation, without the leaſt imaginarit dimiinintzon; 
zall El:mentary Bodies receive vigour and ſtrength fron 
their tafluence . 

Therfore I do wot ſte, how the preſent can be ſo furre 
znferiour, in point of perſtdtion , to them of former A- 
ges, conſidering the virtuall Cauſes remaine till in the ſame 
ſtrenzth: and as ſor Invention, Wi{dome, and Learning, 1 
dee not ſce, but the ſecond thoughts of latter Ages, may bt 
ai wiſe as thoſe of elder Tames . | 

I know the time muſt come, that Heaven and Earth ſhall 
paſs away, and that there will be a final Diflo'ution,though 
no Aumnbilation of the Matter, but a deftruftion of the old 
Forme, aud introduttion of ancw . 

And of late yeares, ſome would be ſo fosle-hardy, as 10 
preſume to be more of the Cabinet Counſell of God Almighty, 
than the Angells themſelves, ( by whoſe Miniſtry , ſome (ay, 
be created the yo; ld ) as to point at the preciſe time of this 
Difſolution : amongſt other arguments, they fetch down one 
from Heaven it" ſelfe ; which 1s, that the Polar Stare, 
which 25 in the taile of the l:ſſtr Beare, was in Prolomey's 
time twelve degrees from the Pole of the Equator ; this 

tarre bath inſeaſpbly ſtill crept wearer the Pole, ſo that now

But I have been carried away too farre by this Spe- 
culation, caus'd by Adriana ; which, of any Politicall 
Body, may be produc'd for an inſtance, againſt a ge- 
nerall decay, and impairing of the Modern' World : 
Though ſome, which repine at the Myrtles proſperity, 
ſay, That thoſe ſtour and- ventrons Trees, wherwith the 
aſl ro be fenc'd, are lately degenerared-( in point of 
valour ) ro weak Keeds, for their Puſillanimity, and - 
reo much caution, when rhey come to any Warlike en- 
counter , Bur ſeing Adriana hath ſo long conſery'd 
her ſelf a virgin, and continued in ſucha perfeRion 
of health, ſhe had need be more carefull than others 
ro keep her ſelf from all diſtempers leſt ſhe ſuddainly 
fall inro a Conſumption, or the falling ficknes; For 
a malady would be more dangerous ro her than to o- 
thers, In regard rhat as naturall bodies who: have 
long enjoy'd a conſtant ſtare of health, run a greater 
hazard of their lives if a ficknes ſhould faſten upon 
them, by reaſon of that great Malſſe of -kumours which 
bath bin fo long a gathering though inſenſibly; So » 
the caſe ſtands alſo with body Pollitiques . . 

And now it is high time for me to ſhake hands 
with Adrjana, and Bombycina alſo ; whereof I muſt. 
not forget to tell you., thar the Olive now occupi- 
eth foure parts of ſeven, if the were ſo divided; - 
And to his Greatneſle, and the apprehenſion of feares 
and jealouſfies they have, that he- would fiſh. in. rrou- 
bled waters, may be aſcrib'd the Concord and-Calme 
of Bombyciaa's Princes ; who, as once the Mice would. 
beave bung a bil at the (Cats Neck, - but after con- 
ſultation, could 10t agree who ſhould venture firſt to put it 
02; would plor ſomthing ftill ag«inft the Olive, 
Adde hereunto, that beſides this Peace, there is 
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pleatic of Treaſure, that comes.ro Bombycma 'by the 
Otlruve, who makes one of her proudeſt Citzes his 
Scale, for remitting his Monyes to Leoncia: Bur that 
Citic , in reſpe& of him , may be ſaid to be as a 
Partridge under a Faulcons wings; who can ſeize 
py omg at pleaſure, bur doth nor , for politick 
reſpes.

venes ; the fall of that brave Standel!, which ſhould 
have immediatly ſucceeded the Royall Oe, in all his 
Dominions ; This ſtruck an Earthquake into all 
hearrs for the preſent, which were atfeQed with varir 
ons paſſions of greife, teare, amazement, and darke 
ſuſpitions, that in regard his fall was ſo mature and 
ſudden, it could not be withour ſome ſiniſter praiſe 
of violent meanes, nor can ſome be wean'd from that 
conceirro this day, impuring the cauſe of it ro a pre- 
cocitie of Spirit and valour in him, and that there- 
fore ſome infe&ious Sourhern Aire did blaſt him. Bur 
rhis is certain thar there was intelligence of ir in Elay- 
#na?s Court —_— the Luranian Loyoliſts a pretty 
while before his fall . 

This incomparable Prince was ſo lamented, rhar all 
kind of Trees throughour the whole Forreſt hung down 


the time; and it was much obſery'd that the then 
great Monarque of Ampelona much reſented his fall, 
hoping , peradyenture, to make uſe of him in that 
reat Exigmaticall defigne he had then on foore, with 
f. Army of forty thouſand. Bur there was an other 
golden branch of the Royall Oke left behinde , 
a0 auulſo non deficit alter | 
Aureus et ſimilt frondeſcit virga mctallo 
The ſo untimely death of this hopefull Prince bc- 
ing. CondolP'd, and his Exequies performed to the 
height of Pomp and expreſſions of gricf , the nupts | 
alls of Al!pinus were atkmanes and when the 
conjugal knat was atying,the PrincelyBridc was 6b- 
ſery'd.to be poflefled with a ſudden apprehenſion and 
to breake our into cruprions of joy, which as the iron 
decree of Fare would have it, turn'd after into many 
pangs, God wor, of anguiſh and ſorrow, | 
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For being bur a few yeares ſerled in Rhenuſiuzs, du- 


ring which time all the neighbouring Princes envied 
their high feliciry; Behold the Cedar, by the inſtigation 
of the Loyoliſts fell our with the Homebians who had 
ele&ed him to be rheir King, py that he would 
keep their Priviledges inviolable, bur they alleadging 
he had infringed them, they would continue no lon- 
ger under the ſhelrer of his bo#ghs, bur ſhook him off, 
core his Seales, defac*d his Armes,and reſum'd liberry 
ro chooſe an other King . 

Hereupon they made a proffer of their Crown ( I 
cannot ſay it was the mayden profter,for the Plaze had 
it made him before) ro Pr: Altapmus, who conſulting 
upon it, though nor ſo maturely , as the diſaſtrous 
events fhewed afterwards ,- accepted it. Many there 
were which animared him thereunto , and amongſt 
other morives of incirement they uſd , one was , that 
if be had courage exough to adventure upon the faireſt 
branch, and ſole of that kiad, of Idruina's Royall Oke, 
he might very well ventere upon a Soveraigne Crown when 
it was tend;”d him . 

Thus he went triumphantly ro Homebia, where he 
was inaugurated and crownd King with many high 
exprefſions of. joy and triumph. 

' About theſe times behold a farall rorch appeared in 
the Heavens, placed there by the great Archite& of 
the world,to forewarn Mortalls of their miſeries, And 
the diretulÞſt efte&s ir produc'd were under that clime, 

Thoſe blazing lampes which in this latter Age bad ap- 
perred 3n the afteriſmes of Caſſuopeia, the Serpent aud 
Swan, brought not forth ſuch horrid cuents as this in the 
VIRGIN ſexe. 

1t were to digreſſe from the ſcope of this diſtourſe, to 
make diſquiſition whether theſc unuſual lights be boſpues 
or Indigie, new-come gueſts or old Inhabitants x 


" Heaven, Of whether they bee mecre Metcorologicall 


impreſſions 
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impreſſions n0t ty anſcending the upper Region, or whether 
to be rank'd amongſt celeſtial bodies ; I leave the in- 
dagation of this bigh cauſe to the Diſciples of Johannes 


de ſacro boſco of John of holy buſh,it being pot the ſub-- 


Jett of wy T rees at this time. But theſe hairte lamps bave 
beea noted to have been al waics the fatal (hers of calanii- 
ty and alty ations m ſtates; And as upon earth prodigious 
births portend 20 goed, ſb theſe new engendied monſters a- 
Gove, point alwazes at ſome ſad events to fullow, either

mine, all which have moſt miſerably. rag*d through poor 
Rhen«fium ever ſince, and ceaſe not to this very hour ; and 
that with ſuch ſury, that in many places ihe bed cannot 
privitedge the ſick, nor the cradle the ſuckling, nor the 
great belly the Embryo, nor. the Tribunal the Magiſtrate, 
. wor the Altar the Prielt . 

The chief grounds of all which,was imputed to this 
revolt of the Homebians, from the Cedar. For the hea-- 
vens bright eye had. ſcarce run one whole carreer 
through the Zodiak, but rowards that ſeaſon of grea- 
teſt mirth throughout the whole year, The Cedar had 
capitulated with the Elder, (who from that time for. 
ward fel fick of the gal, (a diſeaſe incident ro old 
trees) againſt Altapinize, though he was the principal 
beaxch of his flock) ro muſter up certain military forces 
ro his uſe, for the expence of which ſervice he engag'd . 
part of his Country to him, with which forces,though 
fewer in number, and tyrced with long marches, c 
ſuddenly aflailed 4/{:tapinus his royal army, and got. 
the day. The Eld?r purſued his victory to the very 
wals , where Altap:n:15 with the Princely Carbaſitus 
raign'd, and being ſurpriz'd were conſtrain'd ro flic 
in confus'd manner with half bag and baggage, 

Thus the Inconſtant goddeſs rurn'd her wheel abour, 
and for this ſhadowy Crown made him loſe the ſub- 
ſtance,vi5} his Princcly inheritancegthe brave terriro- 
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ries of Baccharia, Some there are which thought ic 
much thar A!tapizus appear'd not himſelf in the field, 
the day of this battail, in regard 'his newly worn 
Crown ſtood upon the fortune of ir ; And that ha- 
ving good ſtore of treaſure in caſh he ſuffered his 
Souldiers to be hearrleſs,and ready to mutiny for pay, 
moſt of thar treaſure falling afterwards a bootie to 
the enemy, | 

The infortunate Altapinus traverſing up and down 
Rhenuſinm came ar laſt with the Princely Carbaſils ro 
1telia, where the martial Orenge wel-com*d her with 
high demonſtrations of joy, and his firſt congratula- 
tion was, That af ſhe bad been the Maſculine Plant, Ho- 
mebias Crown had never been loſt ſo ſlightly. 

And good reaſon they had to be welcome to Ttel;a, . 
for it is more than conje ur'd, that *rwas ſhe who pur: 
Prince A{tapinus upon this fatal enterpriſe to advance 
her own ends. For the truce with Elayana being then 
upon point of expiring ,ſhe had no hope to draw Dru;- - 
pa's Monarch, whole genius was ſ» ſtrongly beat for 
peace, bur by theſe means,inro military engagements, 
that ſo part of Elayana's ſtrength might fal upon him ; 
tut 1:e:z4a reckon'd withour her hoſt in this poinr. 

For the firſt rydings being brought him of that un« 


 Gertaking, He cals his ſages rogether, and in a pro- 


found ſence of ſorrow, and a kind of prophetick ſpi- 
rit (and the Oke of all other Trees is only fatidical)rold 
them what a fearful infortunate buſineſs this would 
prove; Axd that the youngeſt there amongſt them ſhould 
r2t ſee the end of it;which by ſad experience hath prov'd 
roo true, and yet continueth. Moreover he was us'd to 
ſay, that the H omebians made uſe of Altapinus, as the 
Fox aid of the Cats foot to pul the Apple out of the fire for 
his own eating : And from that day to his laft, he diſa- 
yowed the A&, nor would he afford Altapinus the title 
of King, allcadging that it would be a —_— Ire 

1dent . 
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fident to juſtifie the rumultuary upriſings ef ſubje&s 
in that kind againſt their King. 
And as this diſaſtrous buſineſs begun with an omi- 


nous Comet, ſo there hath an il planer hung over ir 


ever fince, for ſcarce any enterprite hath proſper'd in 
the procedure of it, but one calamity ſtil uſher'd in 
another. Fins unius mali, Grads eſt futuri. As if ſome 
ill-boding Mandrake had been found our, and grub'd 
up in Baccharia, at the beginning of this fatal under- 
raking. The Cedar having thus debell'd the Homebzazs, 
roar the labels of moſt of rheir ancient laws, made 
new ordinances, and pur ſome of them ro exquiſite 
roriments, pretending that that Crown belong'd no 
more to him by Eleft;on, but thar he was their proprie- 
rary Liege Lord by Conqueſt. Nor did he hold this to 
be an equal reparation for the indignity he had recei- 
ved by Altapiaus, but mgde his recourſe ro his Nephew 
the Olzve, whom he he intreated as being the ftron- 

eſt of his fock(and therefore ſhould: be ſenſible of 
the affront) and partly ſummon'd him as being Prince 
of the Rhenufian Empire, and holding. Zeoncia and 
other territories in homage of him, to aſfiſt him with 
ſome auxiliary forces, to vindicat this high affront, 
which was done him by Altapinrs. 

Hereupen rhe Olive lent him his great Captain 
the Thorxe, with the flower of his forces in Leoncza , 
who ſhortly after invaded Baccharia (Altapinus his an+ 
cient patrimony, and Carbaſilis joynture) whereof he 
impatroniz'd himſelf without ſcarce one ſtroak: gi- 
ven ; though art that time the Princes that were of 
conftederares, had ina ready martial equipage twife 
the number the Thorne had : Bur it ſeems they all 
prov'd [tupid unweldy blocks, and they colour'd their 
cowardiſe with ſome preſumptions they had, thar 
Dolus wcrſabatur in Generals; that their chief leader 
was corrupted before hand with Elayana's gold. ny 
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thar great body of logs disbanded in pant, yer ſome 
kept ſtil together, as ſhal be ſaid hereafter. 

The Cedar upon this new acqueſt, diſingag'd his 

own territory that he had tranſmirted to rhe Elder,and 
gave him parr of Baccharia for caution for his diſ- 
burſements; And to the Ol:we he transfer'd the zenableft 
and ſtrongeſt places there to hold them as Commil- 
fary under him. 
- While theſe feats were a doing in Rhenuſtum, a har- 
dy Cav 11ier, as he hath given notable proofs both at 
Sea and ſhoare, was ſent from Dzaina againſt the Ti- 
mauiamans at the requeſt of the royal Olve, and this 
was done by the negotiation of Mordogan that no- 
table engin of policy; And it was done of purpoſe, 
as ir appcar'd afterwards, to weaken and divert the 
ſtrength of Druna, while the Thorne invaded , and 
ſeiz'd upon Baccharto, 

This Cavalier complain'd he was ſent to fight with 
his armes tied bchind him, for his Commicion be- 
ing ſo ſtri& (and [irength without Commiſſion ſufficzent, is 
likea match without fire)thar could not meddle with any 
thing vpon the land, Elay:na alſo failing of that kind 
of ſupply ſhe had promis'd ro joyn ro his, he could 
notdo choſe exploits which night have bin atchicy'd 
with ſuch a power : yet his atrempt before Ga!er: was 
brave, had the Heavens continued propitious,and to: 
ſpcak the truth of any publike expedition, Dikina 
made abroad ever fince, this redounded lcaſt ro her 
prejudice ; For he mct with no paſhve encounter, at 
all, but was maſter of the Sca, and ſecur'd rraftck all 

the while z Bur as the foreſaid attempt in Galerz road 
for fyring all kind of bottoms wherein (her often- 
five ſtrength only confiſts) was prevented and daſh'd, 
by ſudden ſtil perpendicular catara&ts of raine : ſo 
an Ape fince when that eſtlqs Maritaliſt Elayana's 
King and Emperor had an enterpriſe ro deſtroy _— 
| cing 
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being in fight of ſhoare, with a moſt powerfull Fleet, 


' one of her Flamins went upon a Rock hard by, and 


after ſome kind of exorcifing Speeches and Poſtures, 
he rook a long white wazd , and ſtrook the Waves 
thrice, And going thereupon tothe Town, he encou- 
raged the inhabitants thereof with notable exagge- 
rations of confidence,thart they ſhould be of god chcer, 
for before night there ſhould be Elayamans in Gal:;; 
market as cheap as Birds . 

Hereupon the Heavens did ſuddenly change hue, 
and a moſt fearfull rempeſt fell, Inſomuch thar the 
Emperour himſelfe eſcaped with extream difficulty ; 
And it fell rrue that his Souldiers were ſold by 
multitudes in Galeri*s Bannier towards the evening a 
little afrer the ſhipwrack . | 

1 will aot preſume toprie into the (ecrets of the Almigh- 
ty diſpoſer of all things whoſe handmaid Nature 3*, how 
far be lets looſe the reins to the ill ſpirit of” the aire, to cauſe 
ſuch ſudden impreſſcons upan the Elements , whereof there 


are daily wonderfull examples amongſt this crue of Cor-- 


ſaries. . ; 

1 know Philoſopby and ftrength of Art can do much, 
and by connexion of Naturall Agents and Paticuts 
filly applied can produce ſuch effetts, that may ſtem 
admirable to thoſe that know not the cauſe ; But 
for theſe extemporal Meteors, 1 believe it is beyond the 
reach of humane sul, to produce them , unlefſe the ill 
ſpirit bath a hand ia it . | 

But what a fowle ſhame is ir, that one baſe Neſt of 
Picaroons ſhould confront and daily damnify all the 
Weſtern Wofld ? Unlefle the diſhonour thereof be 
recompenc'd with this adyantage , Thatthe Voyaging 
Merchant Sayles with ſtronger and better built - Vel- 
ſels , which may ſerve the Publique upon occaſion of 
Warres , 


Theſe 
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Theſe, times were very fatall to Fayourites, both in 

Elayana Druina, and Ampelona . | 

In Elayana, that ancient Elme, which bore up thar 
ſpacious Monarchie like an other 4:15, and ſeryd as 
a mighty Prop to the Olzve, and did whar he would in 
Petropolzs for ſo many yeares, was remov'd from the 
Helme ; Bur foreſeeing the ſtorme which was like to- 
fall upon him from the Secular power, he wiſely 
transformed himſelf into an Yew ; and *ris well. 
knowne , what high Prerogarives the Yews have in. 
Elayara . 

His eldeſt Graff ſucceeded him a while in Royall 
fayour; bur he quickly fell, by the malignancy of grear 
ones; the apprehenſion whereof, ſunck ſo deep into 
him, thar ic brought him to his laſt end. His brave old 
Sire hearing that,ſent him word a little before his fal; 
That he underſtood be was dying lik? a Foole (of meere 
conceipt ) for his own part, hc feared no other enemies 
but bes Yeares. 

In Dr4ina alſo, that high-grown Tree, which had bin 
long foſterd under the indulgent branches of the Reyall 
ke, became enamord with the faire Conſort of one of 
the /eſt Elmes in the whole Forreſt; who having 
continued ſome yeares fruilleſſe, and {fearing a perpe- 
wall barrennefle with him, articled againſt his. frigi- 
ditic, and ſo pleaded for a Divorce ; He perceiving 
Majeſty to appeare in it, made but cold oppoſition , 

Hereupon it was referr'd to the reverend Yewes , to 
determine ; and amongſt them, ſome gave their ſut- 
frage for a Nullitie . 

A diſcrect Contident of that great Tree, ( which 
came from a /ow ſlixt to be ſo eminent?) difluading 
him from izg7affing upon an others right, was taken as 
a block out of the way, clapd in priſon, and afterw a: ds 
made away by Poyſon . 


Hereupon He with his newConſorr, being aft cr ” 
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exa& Scrutinie, found by the Sages of rhe Law to be 
rivie to this black A&, were adjudg'd to be chopd off 
by the ſtroak of juſtice : but by the clemencie of rhe 
Royal Oke (who never quite forſook any whom he once 
favour'd) they were ſtil permitted to live ; bur for e- 
yer remoy*d from being any more ſo neer, under the 
ſhadow of his pure and Vice-dereſting boughs. 

And as in natural privations, there is no receſſion td 
habit, ſo 1s it commonly in the favour of Princes ; whence 
if one fall, be is never re-admitted into that fulneſs and 
ſtrength of confidence and grace. 


Bur the inferiour inſtruments in this black AQ, ſuf- 
fer*d: Which gave occaſion to ſome Critiques abroad, 
ro compare DRUINA'S Laws to them of SOLONS, 
that were the Cobwebs, through which great Flys broke out, 
white the {mal ones were intangled. 

Nor did the firſt a of this, do any good ro the 
honour of the Civil Laws of D7uina. Yer a norable 
piece of exemplarie Juſtice was ated upon the Guar- 
dian of Druma's prime Fortrefle ; who for being found 
only privie ro ſome of theſe paſlages, was doomd to 
death, ro the terror of others, for betraying thar Kigh 
truſt chat belongs tothar C face ; And his death was 
the more remarkable, becauſe he confeſs*'d that Hea- 
vens juſt judgment was fallenupon him ; in regard, 
that to reſtrain himſelf from Gaming, whereunto he 
was exceſſively addited,he made once a ſolemn Vow, 
(which he often broke afrerwards,) Thar if he played 


any more, above ſuch a vale, he might ſuffer upon 
ſuch a faral Trce, 


Thar nimble Ejrenarch (fo cryed up by Reports) who | 


then ſtood at the Helm of the Law, wherein he was 
fo ative, that Bruina's Monarch was us'd to ſay, He 
was uke a (at, throw him which way you would, he would 
light og bs feet ; This cxa& Juſticer proceeded with 

| that 
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that acrimonie to ct down this (now-pittied) grear 
Tree,with his high deſcended Mate, and others who 
were acceflory to this aQion, that oftheir ſprigs he 
made a Kod for himſelfe ; for ever after, he went al- 
waies declining : which ſome held to be a deſerved 
judgment upon him, in regard he was often obſery'd 
to inſult upon miſeric, and to loſe a Life ſooner than 
a jeaſt, when he ſate upon the Tribunal of Iuftice ; 
yerenvie her ſelf muſt acknowledge that his perfe- 
ions and vertues were ſo eminent, thar being caſt 
into the counter ſcale with his infirmitics, they would 
eur balance them by many degrees. 

In Ampelona alſo, abour this conjunRure of time, a 
politique Plant of Bombicina's g/0w th, being by the fa- 
vour of that ſtately Tree, our of which the now regnaut 
V ine ſprouted forth, made to over-top all the reſt of the 
noble and Princely Elms in that Forcif, was at the 
Gate of the Royal Court ſuddenly fe#d, dragg*d up 
and down, his privarſt parts /opp'd off , milerably 
chopp'd,and the remainder of his body reduc*d to a- 
ſhes, whereof part was hurld into the ayr, part into the 
water, to extinguiſh the very memory of him. While 
this Tragique a& was a perpetrating the general Crie 
about him, was V7vat Rex : whereby was fulfilPd the 
prediction of a Wizard, with whom he had rampred 
not long before, touching the courſe of his fortunes, 
who told him, Thar in ſhort time they ſhould be ſuch, 
that he ſhould be carryed about the ſtreets of Tutel/a 
with ſuch a publick acclamation of joy. 

His Conſort, .an Enchantreſs, as ſome would have 
her, ran the ſame deſtinic ; But that which made the 
world ſpeak of it the more, was, that after he had been 
thus,as a man would think,quite extinguiſh'd,his Pro- 
cefle was formed 3 whereby he was found guilric of 
nought elſe, that I could learn, which was actionable, 
buc of Ambition,which like the Crocodile,never leavs 
growing ; 
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growing ; and thar being an erotique Plont, he went a- 
bour to take 700 deep rooting AMPELONA, 

The procedure of this buſineſs ſeem'd very ſtrange 
to the world, tharthe Royal / ine, having alreadie aſ- 
ſum'd the Chara&er of JU S T, ſhould give way, thar 
Auch a horrid Tragedie ſhould be a&ed in his own 
Royal Palace,(for Palaces of Kings ſhould be Sanu- 
arics) and thar the Delinquent was not proceeded as 
gainſt, by Legal forme of Law, til after this violent 
Death, which preceded the Sentence of Condem- 
nation. 

He that ſucceeded him in favour, did ſuddenly 
make ſuch a fl:26t, that from vulgar Shrubs, he made 
himſelf, and two more which were neareſt to him in 
ſtock, ro be rank'd amongſt the talleſt Elms, in Ampe- 
{oaa:; yet he fel alſo by a kind of faral deſtinie (Peſti- 
lenrial, though nor ſo precipitate) in the firſt heat of 
che Wars againſt the Erſthians, to which he had in- 
cited his Royal Maſter. 

Whar wil become of Rammndas,who hath the Vogue 
at prefenr , in compariſon of whom, for tranſcen- 
dencie of hezght and continuance, the other two were 
bur Myſh1nu+mps ; 1 wil not undertake ro divine $ Bur 
obſery*d it is, That the ground whereon Favgurites ſtand, 
zs no where more ſlipperie, and fuller of Precipices, than in 
AMPELO NA : Which makes Ramunds to bar- 
ricado himſelf with as much policic and ſtrengrh as 
may be devis'd, againſt all ſhocks of Violence; beſides, 
by his fortunar ſucceſſes he hath raken ſuch a firme 
rooting inthe Viney favour, and ingrafred lately a 
young ſprig of his own race upon ſuch a ſcurcheon of 
the royal ſtock, thar he is like a Tyree planted upon the 
rop of Olympxs above the reach of ſuch Malignant 
meteors, that uſe to hover in the middle Region, 
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Of the Treatie of an Alliance 
with ELAYANA,. 


He treaty of an alliance *rwixt Dr7uina and 
Elayana, (a peece lonz hammered upon the An- 
wil of policy, and national vsiſdome) did now 
openly appear,and began daily to advance 
itſelf ; To which end the Royal Ohe, to re- 
move all blocks that mighr lye in the way, ridd hin- 
ſelf of thoſe places he held 2 depoſito of the 1zelzans ro 
prevent any requeſt or propoſition that ſhould hap- 
pily come that way from Elayava; And conſidering 
the daily expences Duma was ar, and the vaſt ſums 
ſhe was out upon them, and that moſt neceflary de- 
pendency of conſervation and community of danger, 
tharwas and ſtil mut be *rwixt her and 1telia, this 
AR was not ſuch a great ſ#/eci/-re in policy, as ſume 
Criticks would haye ir, who in regard they were the 
very keys of Itelia, and her aſſociated Groves,obſery'd, 


» that while D7uina kept them in her hands, ſhe was 


more awed and reſpected by the #ilows than ſhe hath 
been fince. ar 

Ar thecloſe of this buſineſs, the royal Oke did an 
a& ful of Majeſty by forbearing much of thoſe huge 
ſums which might have been demanded ; And it was 
in recognition of thoſe rich preſents, Carbaſil;s had 
reeeiv'd in divers places when ſhe paſsd through the 
Willows to Baccharta. 

Abour theſe times Gautier an ative knowing Ca- 
yalier who had much floriſhed under the Virgin 
branches of the preceding Royal Oie(thar notable Y;- 
rago of her times) and rais'd himſelf to a good height 
of power, privacy and truft about her, having con- 
tinued long in cloſe durance abour a high i 

txeaſon

reaſon to have obtruded the title of the Lady Bella- 
rea who had ſprung alſoof the royal ſtem) againſt the 
new Caledonian Oke now regnanr, Gau::cr, 1 ſay, ha 
ving remain'd priſoner many years, no leſs than four- 
tcen, which are the length of two civil lives by Dr#- 
24's laws, fel upon a notable deſign to procure his li- 
bertic, and what wil not the regaining of liberty pur 
humane brain to deviſe > who wil not promiſe not on. 
ly Mmcs, but Mountains of gold to purchaſe libertie } 
ro ſhake off the yoak of bondage and terters of cap- 
tivity, to breath tree ayr, than which there is nothi 

fo natural to the humane creature, nor any thing fs 
irkſome and uncouth as the contrary ; ſpecially ro a 
h:gh ingenuous ſpirit as Gaw!zers. Therefore he pro- 
pos'd to the royal Oke with as ſtrong all-vcrations as 
could be, that he knew of a Golden Mine in the South 
parts of Columbina yerundigg'd, and that he had ſeen 
the Oare and tryed the allay of it, Therefore if he 
and his friends might be permitted and authoris'd by 
royal Commiſſion he would provide a fleet ro go 
rhither, and beſides rhe Oare, he hoped to make rc- 


turns in other rich commodities. D7#:a2's King in his, 


own judgment was not very credulous there ſhould 
be any ſuch Mines ef Gold fee entire as this was de-

thar at laft and norwithour ſome difficulry che Oke 
was moy'd to.give his royal aflent to the Expedition, 
Burt as theſe Argonauts were preparing their Flect, 
Count Mordogan the Olives Ambaſlador in the Dru- 


74an.Court took a loud alarme, and by vehement af 
ſertions 
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ſerrions and reiterared audience repreſented, rhar he 
knew wel the aymes and had deteed the intention of 
the voyage to be Hoſtile and pyratical as appear'd by 
the number of Ships he was putting in <qupoge, ſo 
that this voyage would tend to the rupture of that {a= 
cred peace which was ſworn *w:ixt both the Crowns, 
and to the deſtruction of his m ſtc15Subje&s; He gave 
our that the ſaid Mine was a meer imag.nary th:ng a 
cloak ro palliar his predatory dcfigns & a lure to pur- 
chaſe his liberty; theretore hc loudly protec d againſt 
it, Dru42a's Monarch anfwer'd that his Comm. ffion 
ſhould be ſtr: &]y limir:d, & rhat he ſhould pur in cau- 
tion not to tranigrefic the bounds of ir, and that it he 
did the leaſt a&t which ſhowd infringe the peace ; he 
would at his return ſend him bound hand and foor ro 
Ela;a2 to receive his doom,and ſend alfo with him all 
the gold or goods that he ſhauld bring back by way of 
robberie or ipoil; This would nor Feioie Mordo! ant 
bur he made new iuſtances againſt this enterpr;ſe, yer 
te could nor ſtir the Ok: who ſtood firme to his firſt 
intention to g:ve Way unto :t. becauſe he held his ho- 
nor to be engag*d notto deny his ſubjeRs the adven- 
rure and hopes of fo great riches undertaken by: an 
inſtrum-nt of ſo known abilities, and ro be found our 
and f.rchd ar the charges of Volunteers withour any 
expence to the Crown or ſtate, ipecially for thar it 
ſtood with all pol:tick and magnanimous courics in 
thoſe ſedentary times of peace tonourith and encou- 
rage noble and generous 1pirits for plantations, diſ- 
coveries, and opening of new trades; So the deſign 
went on apaceg But Gautier becauſe he was alread 

cead in law (the [ctrer of death the black I, havin 

palyd once upon him) did foll cir ſtrongly for his 
pardon, which the Oke could not be bowd to granr 
ro kcep him the better w:thin the bounds of his Com- 


miſhon, and his guod behaviour, and moreover thar 
F . 
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the law might more eaſily paſle upon him, if by ney 
oftences he ſhould make himſelf indign of former 
mercies, So he lanchd out with a Say flcer of young 
Adventurers moſt of them of his own ſtock, who out 
.of a conceipt they had of his great experience and 
prudence, did build _— ou caſtles in the ayr, 
though ——_— aid, they would prove bu 
Cottages at the end : So that ſome of them would have 
taken up their primi from the ſtake, when it was too 
hate, in regard there were dark whiſpers abroad, 
hither by the ſuggeſtions and ſecret praRiſes of the 
ſaid Count Mordogan and his agents, or by ſome loſe 
ſpeeches that might drop from Gautier himſelf, tha 
chis golden Mine was a meer Chymera, which opi- 
nion was ſtrengchned in regard thoſe pioniers were 
not taken aboard which had bin prepar'd in the South 
parts of Druzza., 

Bur theſe Argonauts being arriv'd at that plac 
and under that height where this Mine ſhould be, 
there was a Town wherein there was a Colony of F- 
dajanians between them and it; And young Ganti 
being ſentagainſt that Town with ſore forces mili- 
cary, He cryed out, Come ou my heait:, here is the Mint 
that you mult expebt, they that look for auy other Mine at 
Foo's : Bur this young fprirful plant receiv U ſuch a 
mock there, 7 a hor encounter (and indeed the 
town was hot of it {elf, for ir was perpendicularly un 
der the EquinoGtial) that he fel in the ation ; and 
with him all hopes of golden Mines vaniſh'd. Here- 
upon Cavalier Gautier attempted ro make rowards the 
Weſtern Iflands to lye in wait for the Elayanian Fleet, 
which yearly comes from Columbina, bur all would 
not do. So the Adventurers returned by the laps &f 
broken Croſs back to DPruina.

WEnt.with ful mouth to Diuna's King, and being nw

mitted to have audience, all that he ſayed was bur 
three words, pyratiss, pyrats, pyratits, and ſo departed. 
But afterwards by ſpecial Commiſſion from the 01;ve 
he purſued the buſineſs with that induſtry and ea« 
erneſs againſt Gamtier, that he gor the axe which 
ſo long hung over him, to fal upon him at Ilaft 
and quite cur him off ; which was done withour any 
new proceſs of law but upon the old attainder, note» 
withſtanding that there were divers examinations, re 
examinations and confrontments us'd alſo in this bu« 
fincſs; Befides his enemies would have proy'd that 
he us'd ſome things ro counterfeit ſickneſs, and had 
artempred to fly away,which the Majeſty of the royal 
Oke rook worſt of all, in that he thereby diſcover'd ig. 
him a deſpaire of his mercy. | 

Thus fel Gautier a ſacrifice to Elayana's, revenge 
and Dj1;a's Iuſtice : a Cavalier of a ſpacious under- 
ſtanding, and of no vulgar reach of policy,/ſcientifi- 
cal, and tul of abſtruſe notions, ' who chough his ba- 
dy was under reſtraint and cofhad up ſs-many years, 

et he never travers'd more Countries then then, tor 
his brain ran over all the world as appears by thar 
famous monument he tranſmirred to poſterity, and 
hung up in the Temple of Fame, while he was fo as is 
were buried alive, 

Theſe traverſes befel Gantz at a very diſadyanta. 
gious, time in regard the treaty of an Alliance with 
Elazana went ondaily with more and more vigor, and 
to negoriat this great buſineſs Earlafordogan atoreſaid, 


a ſhrewd complying Inſtrument, was employed by the 


01;:e, who going to have his firſt audience, a picce of 
the royal pallace fel under him which ſome held ro be 
no good omen. 

Mordogan had ſtudied the Genius of Druina*'s Mo- 
narch ſo exa&ly, that he ſeldome departed from him 
with rcfuſals, he had ſuch j- rare faculty ly facctious 
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ways 
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ways t9 diſpatch the moſt imporcant affairs of ſtare; 
He employcd all h:s art (and i beleeve his heart alſo 
went along) and left no ſtone unrolFd ro bring this 
mighty work to pals ; yet ſo infortunat he was, that 
his endeavours prov d plauſi:.le neither in Di#2z4 nor 
Elayana; Bur tor my part, I am clcarly of opinion, 
that he really wiſh'd wel unto, and lov'd the Drum - 
ans next to them of his own ſoy! beſt of any orher,and 
ſo much he proteſted b.j 1g arr. ſtcd by the iron mace 
of face, a lirtle after he had been dcfign'd ro return to 
Druiaa, upon a new legation when ſummon d to his 
laſt end, itwas no time for him to boggle with the 
world ; And the gracious Oke now regnant (to whom 
the Olvc did churliſhly put over young Mordogin tor 
a reward of the manifold ſervices of his dead fire) did 
not only reſent his fal, but vindicat him from thoſ: 
aſperfions that were maleyo!cnt!y caſt upon him to 
have alwayes played with a ſtafte of two ends, the one 
of Ol:we the other of Oh, Yer he reccived divers Out- 
rages in Drwuna by the mongrel common ſort of Trees, 
and one time though he had been rudely us?d and af 
ſaulted as he paſs'd through the ſtreets of 1 h.mſone, 
and news thereof being poſted, though nor by his 
means, to * layania*s Court, where the Royal Oke had 
then two Severaign Miniſters repreſenting himſelf, 
yet there was.no violence at all oftcr*'d them or theirs 
by way of vindication ; which made Eliyana take the 
advantage to arrogat to her ſelf more civility in this 
kind then Di#ima, This caus'd him to ſay, that Dru 
21's fowre was finc, but her bray very courſe for th; 
g llcr {6:1 of Trecs who could look oycr into the true 
Fare of things. h:gizly eſteem'd him, theugh the poplars 
who ſce 10 turther then the 522d, conem.'d and vili- 
fied him, bringing him oiten upontae ſtzge, and ma 
king-h.m thc common ſubject of their pa; q-tls, where- 
in he zarher gloried, then grew diſcontented, 
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Amongſt other facetious paſſages of Mordogay, 1 can- 
not omit which happend upon his laſt departure from 
Dru, At which time being magnificicntly feaſted 
by the chiefcſt Magiſtrate of Thamiſoad upon cem- 
mand , In the midft of theſe jollicies after he had: 
pledgd many before , he askd leave to begin two 
Lats; The fi/{t, was ro the Olives miſtriſ;, The 
ſecond ro his ;3fe ; the healths being gone round, he 
thus expounded himſclt. That his great Maſters miſt-i(s 
was Leyantina, an41 none are ſo foad of a Miſt i, but 
if a frze:d bath a private favour of her, be will wink at it ; 
and ſuch was Levantina, who thrugh ſhe properly be- 
lonzd 10 bis Miſttr yet he ſiffereth the brave adu2nturcts 
of Druina ( vbereof many were there preſent) to have 4 
bout with ve, and be paſſuth it by, and takes notmuch « x- 
ception at it ; But bus Moſtcrs wife was Columbina 
whom be deſired to have wholly 16 himſclf,, and therfore de- 
fir*d that none ſhould meddle with ber , (But the willowes 
of | 1:12 hav? gone about to make him a #0!0140;;s Cuchold, 
and have had ready money to lye with ber.) 


Like ro this was that, when a little after the going.

. nythings in rhat of ”c op»{z5, as wil. appear by theſe 
few inſtices following, In a ſerious diſcours vnce of ho- + 


ly orders, when many rhings were canvas'd p10 & con, 
he ſaid, Trat be fia;ediie (ame doom, and deſtt y attended 
toeLoyol ft that bef. 11 ia times paſyd, hat famous grea; Re- 
ligtows order of Cavaliers who -_p grown [0 exceſſiucly n -. 
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that they were utterly ſuppreſſed with a firange kind 
Guic, of ſuddenneſs every where, and ſo became a common 
booty to their Princes. 

Another time when that ſappy and fruitful Tree (our 
of whoſe ſtock ſproured that comely Elm which grew 
ſo high under rhe bravches of the Koyal Ohe, and did 
flouriſh long in his ſole fayour) had ſuch a vogue at 
Courr, that ſhe hois'd up, and tumbled down ſome 
great Officers ar pleaſure, and that extraordinary re- 
courſe was had to her for matters of grace, Earl Mor- 
dozan diſpatching a poſt ro Elayana, ſent adviſe that 
there were never better hopes of DRUINA'S co:;.verſion 
to Petropolis then then, for they began to worſhip the Mo- 
ther more than the Son. ' 

Laſt'y, when that long flouriſhing Faverit in Elaya- 
212 , had fallen, and ro ſhelter himſelf from thoſe 
ftormes which he foreſaw would rhundex upon him 
from the temporal power, did cover himſelf with a 
ſcarler robe (the higheſt of ſpiritual dignities) Mor- 
doganwas askd by Druin:'s Monarch, whether he had 
ſent for a benedition from his new ele&ted Cardi- 
nal, He anſwered. Sir, There was once in Elayana on 
who had a Plumtree in hu Garden which was winde 
fallen, and there being a flatue made of the Trunk of this 
Tree and placed in the Church for adoration, be was ash:d 
why he negt:fFed to worſhip that ſtatue as be did others, 
He anſwered, i hat be knew that ſtatue from a plant, and 
what kind of (ut the Fee had bora, therefore be thought 
there was ao adoration expefted from him. 

Our of theſe inſtances you may inferre that he was 
no great loyer of the Loyoliſts, nor liked all things:

Nor was that noble E'm Count Sophroxio whom Dri. 
na's Monarch employed to Elayina to this end, Iefle 
gexrrous and diſcreet, who although he was not fo 
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nimble and Mercurial as Mordogan, yer he rather ex” 
cceded him in ſolidity and a high reach of underſtan” 
ding. He made a rare diſcovery of certain plants, that 
were rotten at the heart, (yer daily ſery'd abour the 
Royal Oke) thar were devoted by penfionary obligati- 
ons to the Ozlve, He went bravely attended to the 
Cedai's Court, and ſo to the Eldais, with whom he 
was nor behind hand. He engag'd his own argentry 
ro make up a fum of treaſure ro preſerve thoſe rroups: 
from disbanding, which were then in motion for rhe 
recovery of Bacchariaunder CAMPANTHRO- 
PO, That admired Captain of his time, who was ſaid 
to make Souldicrs ſpring up out of the very earth to fullow 
bim, thigh be bad not a croſs 10 pay them ſalary z And al- 
though be had been put many times to the foyl and to ex- 
trem cxigents, yet be never fel-ſans reſource, but ſtil ral-- 
lied bis ſquandred ſquadrons, and made offenſive bead a- 
gune, And moſt brove was that Retrait (and an honou- 
rable rerrair is the difficulſt thing in the fear of armes) 
which he made, when by the po'nt of the ſword, be paſs'd 
through the very beai't of Leoncia to his intended rendex-- 
vu, where he causd the Thorn to bun his tents and to 
raiſe the coſily ſreee be had then a ſo0',before oat of the prome- 
towns of the Itelians. 


And this was the greateſt cloud thar ever fell upon 
the Thora, ſince he entred into Elryantais ſervice , but 
he diſpelFd it not long after, and made his honour 
to ſhine with a greater luſtre then ever, by raking in

There was a ſtrong emulation *cwixt theſe two f 
great Martialiſts, Andthe ORE NGE derogating Þ 
one day fromthe T HO R N, becauſe he was {prung Þ 
out of a Merchanes {{och, and conſequently was not ca- Þ 

able of competition with him who came of a Þ 
PRINCELIE Extiratiztm;, He ſent him word 
that it was a more glorious thize for a Merchant to he 
command avi Princes, then for a Prince io be commai- 
ded by Merchants. 

A brave quarter-giving Enemy the Thorn was, but 
the ſervice of the Olive (unleſs you throw into the 
Scales the high honour and fame he purchaſed rher-, 


by) prov'd over precious to him, for he ſpent not on- | 
ly the vigour of his days therein, bur exhauſted much 


of that grear eſtac he brought with him ar kirft ſo far, 
that his own plants, ſome of them, are forced to ivb- 
fiſt meerly by Penſions from Eltyana.

Thoſe fearful Fires which were kindled through 
all parts of poor Kheanſium, had now rag'd extreamly, 
ro quench which, the Royal Oke ſent ſundry of his 
Noble Els in many coſtly legations from time to 
time, bur good King, !rhue he laboured for peace, they 
made themſelves ready for battaule, 

And herein the Cedar proved very ingrateful to 
him, conſidering the fairneſs of his proceedings ; And 
touching the E!d7r, what could be expe &ed from him 
but knotty and crooked ho'low hearted dealings ?

Officers of ſtare, and a little atrer he was brought to 
the zoyal palace inthe ſame pomp Elayana's Kings uſe

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ro be attended the day of their Coronation, The Royal 
Olive himſelf accompanied him, with all che flowerof 
his-Courr, and always from that day to the very laſt 
Rocalino ſtayed there he gave him ſtill rhe ——_— 
cranſmitring to him all peritions and matters of grace; 
mulcitudes of priſoners were releas'd , and indeed 
there wanted norhing that might be added to the 
yery height of all extern honour and ceremony. 

Bur lcrus look a little into the interiour carriage of 
the main buſineſs, and there you ſhall find thar,

When 'cocaline arriv'd, matters were brought to 
that perfe&ion by the ſtrenuous negoriation of Sus 
phronio, that there wanted nothing for the conſumma- 
cion of all rhings, bur adiſpenſarion from Perropulrs, 
which art laſt came, and before char time Rocalize was 
nor admicred to ſpeak with the La: Amira in quality 
of a Suto!, but a Price; Now the ſaid diſpenſatiom 
came clogg*'d with an unhappy incxpe&cd clauſe , 
thruſt in of purpoſe, as it appear'd afterwards, to 
retard the procedure of things, which was, that wher- 
as there were Certain Ariucles condeſcended uato by Drui- 
na's Mona ch in favour of the Perropolitans that were 
in that kingdom, ard other Crowns nnder his dominion, 
the great Arch-flamin demanded cau:ion for th: perfur- 
mance of them , The Reyal Ohe anſwered, that he coulA 
give no other caution then his word and oath, and Roca-- 
linoſhould do :he like, which ſhwl2 be congirm*d by bis 
C0uſ.l of ſtate and exam | fied under Druina*s broad 
Seal ; but this wou'd nor fatisfhe unleſs ſome Perro- 
politan Sovera'gn Prince would engage himlclf for 
them. 

Hereupnall matters were like to go off the hin- 
gecs, and a buzze went our, that NO þ.4 intended to 
get away covertly, which being told him, anſwer was 
made, that althuweh Love bad power to bing him thi: ws

Iwtheſe trayerſes Chenandra ſteps forth, and ſaid.

ſhould become a Perropolitan. 

The ſecond was, . that as Elayana was oblig*d to him 
for bis free coming thither, ſo ſhe mioht as freety deliver 
him the LADY AMYRA, truſting him without flwther 
conditions. | 


The ill way was, not to tru Rocalino at all with any. 


thing, but bind bim as faſt as they could. 

While marters were thus a canvaſing and gathering 
ill blood, Elayana's King ſtepp'd our, and profferd to 
engage himſelf by oath, for the ſatisfation of the 

reat Archflamin, but with this proviſo, that he muſt 
firſt conſult with his ghoſtly. fathers , whether he 


mighr do ir Salva conſtientia or no. Hereupon the 


butinefle was referr*d tro a Commirtee of the teared(ſt. 


Yewes and the ſtate of the queſtion was, 

whether the Olive mught with ſafety of conſcience tahe 
ax oath in behalf of Druina's Monark, and Rocalino, 
for performance of ſuch and ſuch Articles that were a= 
greed upon in favour of the Perropolitans , throwehout 
the khinedomes of the Royall Oke. 

This aflembly. dzmurr'd and dwelt long tpon the 
queſtion, and after a tedious protrattion of rime,they 
concluded ar laſt affi-marively, that the Majeſty of 
the Olive might take the foreſaid oath, And im caſe 
the Oke ſaild to execute what was ſtipulated, The Olfoe 
w.s to vindicate his Oath ,. and right himſelf by the 
ſword, x 

This difficulty being ſurmounted , there was ex- 
ceeding great joy, and all the Capitulations were in- 
terchangeably "on unto both by the Gze and 0l:ve,

ed alliance (mbo bad formerly writ #nts, and ſtint to viſit 
Prince Rocalino ) was taken away by th? hand of face, 
and in regard there was yet no contraet but 4 treaty onely a 
foot for a marriage; he cosld not proceed further in this bu-- 
ſin:ſe without a ratification of the formzr licence by Melis 
ſanus the newly choſen Archflamin, which by rez{on of his

Prince Rocaliao replyed, That touching bis firft pro- 
poſition, 07 an army to yo with lum, the remedy would be 
far wor(e than the dſcaje, though there ſhould be tumilts 
ia Druina. 

For the ſecond, he made ſemblance to be mightily taken 
wich it, ſ:ying, that ef all the Grandexa*s he had veceived 
fince his comming to his Royal Coir: thu ſurmounted all 
the reſt, therefore he wou'd leave a power behind in So- 
phronto's hands, to that end. 

This being done, Rocalino withour the leaſt om- 
brage of dijcontentment, prepares for his journie 
back, leaving bchind him Gems of invaluable 
eſteem, and ſuch as was confeſs'd, never to have been 
ſcen the like in that Court, as preſents for the Lady 
Amira, which were, I cannot deny, very: honourably 
return'd by E/ayana after the rupture of the treaty, 
and publick declaration of War:

 wixt the Dornioa: aud (ubjeft of both Crowns, But for 
yoxr ſelf CourtChcnandrazyen hive ſo many ways diſobli- 
ged me, that 1 cannot make any profeſſion of future friend- 
ſhip to you without flattery ; Chenandra anſwered wery 
(ho;t,, that he accepted of what he bad ſaid , and (0 
they pare 1. Prince 
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Prince Rocalino raking his leave-of the Lady Amira, 
was defir'd by her to ſee a Yeftal Saint in his way as he 
paſs'd, who was then cried up for miracles ; In ſome 
divine exerciſes ſhe was reported to be often lifted up 
inthe air, and appear as freſh as a ruſe, though ſhe 
was ſo furrowd with age, that ſhe lookd like a ſpirit 
kept in a bag by ſome conjurer. 

But he comming thicher, and ſhe mingling dif- 
courſe with him a long time, the ſubſtance whereof 
was for the moſt part, that he ſhould be good ro the 
Petr opolitans in Druiaa,and to beſtow an alme amongſt 
her poor veſtal fiſters, there could no elevations , 
diſcern'd, or any ſudden changes ar all in her, or any 
other miraculous feats, though ſhe could have never 
thew'd them in better company. Prince Rocaling 
being conveniently attended to the Sea fide, and with 
extream hazard embark'd, a private inftrument was. 
diſpatch'd in his name to Elayania's Court with in- 
ſtrucions to Sephronio to ſtay the delivery of the 
proxy, till further direQions from him ; Bur theſe in- 
ſtru&ions were not to be delivered until the Rarifica- 
tion had come from: Petropolis, 

Inthe incerim great preparations were made againſt 
the celebrariort ofthe nuptials, The Lady Amira ap- 
plycd her ſelf daily ro learn Druiza's language, the 
Soveraign Miniſters which repreſented the perſon of 
Dru:aa*'s Monarch, carried themſelves rather like ſub- 
jets rowards her, then Ambaſladours ; Many rich 
accouſtrements and preſents ſhe had provided for 
Prince Kocalizo, Her tamily was aflign'd her, her of. 
ficers diſtinguiſh'd, And (which weigherh much with 
me, for the reality of the thing ) Sephyonio had provi- 
ded a great number of brave liveries for his atten- 
dants, as rich as any that ever were worn in that 
Court,and matters were cryed up with ſuch a certi« 
rude, that the marr went twenty to one, the buſineſs 
would take. | Art.

been conſummated, and the Lady Amira tendred, the 
motion may be ſaid to have bcen way'd and rected 
aSit were by Nru;aa, 

Many obftacles concurr'd ro hinder this great 
work.

were ſome that abſcru'd him2o beſomecwhat elaicd by thy 
mon/?ronus courſe of conquering, but as Adriana's Ambaſ. 
ſadour apt logie\ _ him, He had been more than a mort 
wight, if be bad nat beex ſomewhat aliered at the ſucueſ 


of thoſe bigh feats, which were fuch, that conſideing th 


gqualitie of the Countrey towns, and enemies, none of th 
twelve Cxſars atfs, para{ielPd his in (+ ſhort a time. 
Bur I:will relare a thing worthy of wander, 2mongt 
others who recciy'd contentment at the proceedings of 
the warkkeAſh, Meiliſanus the great Archflzmin would 
be often inquiſitive, and well pleas'd ro hear of ay 
ſucceſsfull encounter of his againſt the Cedar, 
Some think the reaſon was, in regard the Cedar had

There happened abour this a notable picce of Ju-

And now behold a glorious ſerenity of peace a- 
gain in Dr#i82, having had two of her potenrſt neigh-- 
dours upon her back at once.

That Kings may maity, but not: their Crowns, prof | never 
was this more exemplifiedy than by the aliance of 
thoſe three Princely ſprays thar ſþr/iwag of the laſt great 
Martial Vue, who notwithſtanding that of them- 
ſelves there were never any in whom ſweetneſs of dif- 
poſition, and vertue her ſelf was more reſplendent in 
ſuch a degree, as if the three graces had contributed 
their urmoſt power to make them good ; yer I know 
not by what fate or fortune *ris come to paſle, there 
have fallen our divers traverſes'of War, fince the 
iparching of thoſe graffes, upon the Olive, the Pine, and 
the Oke ; Which yer continuerh, and is daily exaſpe- 
rated *rwixt the Olive and the ine, who though at 
frſt, they croſs'd one anorthers defigns by ſending, , 
auxiliary forces in collateral ways, they doe now d:- 
re&ly and in good earneſt, claſh their branches one a- 
gainſt the other, 

For the juſtneſs of their quarrel, I wil nor unders - 
derrake here to debate it; nor determine whether a 
juſt fear without any aQtive invaſion or oftence be 
ſu ficient grounds to 4mpel57a for a War, and whe- 
ther it may deſerve the name of a defenſive. I have 
read thar the true cauſe of-the Peloponneſian War 
(though they were blanchd with other ſpecious cos 
, was the over-growing greatneſs of Athens, | 
which did as it were impoſe upon the Lacedemomans 
a necefliry of armes ; Pereventive Wars have been 
praiſed by the beſt policed ſtares, they rid the Foreſ# 
oftentimes of /#«perfluous plants , and are as a purge for 
the body politick: And in all ages it hath been 
held a main part -of providence, to have an eye, -

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That their confining neighbours, ſhould neither by too near | 
an approach,or _—_— of territorie, or enfeebling of confe- 
aeraics, nor by ingroſſing of trade, or ſtopping of paſſage, 
receiv? any addition of ſtrength, And in point of wealth to 
bear up ſtill in equall proportien, upon the enhancement 
th: rates of coin, excreſcence of demoanes, or tmpoſition of 
tolls ; This makes the Yine ſo to Salt his ſubje&s and 
the Olive to pepper hisſo much. 

The lawfulneſſe of warre ia the general! was never que- 
Pion'd, fo it have a Soveraigne head, mot otherwiſe, 
For the Almighty is the Godof Hoſts and armes, as well 
as of peace ;, And warres well grounded are nought elſe but 
ſutes of appeal to the conſiſtorie of heaven, when there us nd 
ſuperiour on earth to determine the cauſe ; And beſidesthe 
lawfullnes hereof, there ſeemes to be a kind of inevi- 
tablenes and neceſfity in ir; Some Philoſophers were of 
opinion, that the world doth ſubſiſt by a perpetual ſtrife in 
ſom? part or other, I gono: above the concave of the Moon, 
where the celeftiall bodies, though tn relation to as (poort 
mortals) they ſeem to range, and bave their contrary moti- 
ons, eclipſes and oppoſitions, yet amongſt themſelves = 
are in a moſt regular, and conflant ſweet courſe of concorsz 
But for the elementarie world, all things are in a kind of 
reftleſſe conflift ; The Elements themſelves, which are the 

primitive ingredients of” all bodies, are in perpetual! com- 
bat, they ſtill encroach one upon another, and libou; to it- 
pell each ot her, but amonz(t the reſt the fireis moſt vigorous

An age there was, and r'was the laſt, when Druina 
Ampelona, and Elayana were fo circumfpe&, and ea- 
pet ug + ſcarce an acre of ground could be gorten 

y either of the three, but the other two m—_—_ be 
ſure todo their beſt to ſer the ſcales even again. And 
the like diligence hath been. praiſed in divers other 
Regions, and it ſeems is now by Ampelona, by reaſon 
of the late new acqueſts rhe. Olive, and his race in 
Rbenuſium have made; which inducerh her to ſtick 
more cloſe than ever to 1elza, as alſo ro the Exmclans, 
who elſe I believe had gone near to have quite dis- 
banded long before now. 

The Princely Sycomore which ſtood as a /Trecz rwixt 
Ampelona and Rhenyſzum hath ſmarred for this, being 
fallen juſt under the ſame farall predicament, as A - 
tapmus ; both exulating from their own patrimoniall 
Territories. 

But a hard caſe it ſeems to be , that rhe Princely 
ſpray, which was of the ſelf ſame ancient ſtuck with the 
Sycomore, being branches of the ſame T,ce,ſhould in the 
verdantft ſeaſon of her virginity, be coupled according 
tothe true rites of ſacred law with Ampelona*s apparent 
heire, and then, poore Lady, ro be abandoned with- 
out the leaſt imaginary faulr of hers ; 

And more ſtrange it ſeems to the world, that A7:- 
pelona, ſpecially that now her prime Miniſter of ſtate 
is of a holy fun&ion, ſhould go abour ro preferre a 
particular temporary cuſtome of ters, v3. that her 
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Heir apparent ſhould nor any ways diſpofe of him- 
felfro marriage, withour the 'privity and conſent of 
the Srate, to the prejudice and flat breach of the e- 
ternal law of the Almighty: And ſo to attempt the 
nulifying of that a, and looſning of that knot which 
by divine Ordinance ſhould be indifloluble ; And fo 
make a kind of medlay of that Princely Sycomore, ſhe 
being every way ſuperior to his firſt Conſorr, 

It 14 true, policy is warrantabie, yet but as @ hand-maid 
to divinity, and abſurd it is ta wake the Miſtre(ſe ſtoop 
and gue place to the ſervant ; Policy us like the Apecrypha, 
which as allowed ta be digeffed into one volume, and read 
with tbe ſacred Text, but whea it thwarts apy thing that 
is Canomcatl, away with it . 

The raviſhing of the Sycomere's Country, hapned in 
an unlueky time to young Altepizue, for 1 beleeve, it 
rendred the Treary for a reftirurion of Baceharia more 
knorry and difficult ; Infomuch thar ſome think they 
muſt be pur in Counter..ſcales hereafter, and move both 
apon one binge. 

A mach famed ſtatift Elayana had halt an ape fince, 
was us'd to ſay, that if Ampelona had three things fa- 
vourablc, ſhe were eternal, yiz. . Pciropotss, the Sea, 
and Counſel, 

Touching the firſt, Meliſſanus who now ſways the 
great &rchHaminſhip, is mightily deyorted ro her, ha- 
ving been ſo long rooted in her, that it ſeems . he na- 

rurally afte&s her foyl and plants. 

And oftentimes we find that nature her ſelf yeelds to 
euftoms, tht great Giant, who zs ſo picvalent,, thas often- 
rimes, wc ſhape the diſcourſe of reaſon, and courſe of 11s 
iuretothe imbrcd notions and preconceptions it hath in- 
printed in our mind s, beſides, habitual frequency. of conver-

He is fo ſtrongly rooted inthe opinion of the Roy- 
al ine, that he poſt-poſeth filial duty,. and fraternal. 
love, to his favour rowards him. 

Some give other Characters of him, and call him 
the Incendiary of Ampelona, that his mind 1s of the colqur 
of bis habit, ſanguint ; That he is indued -with the - 
ſame ſpirir, thar ſometimes a famous A4rchflamin in 
Elayana was, who ſaid that Gunpowaer in the ficld gave 
as ſweet a perfume, as Incenſe at the Altar. 

This makes him keep fuch a ſtir with Drum and! 
trumpet up and down in many places; yet though 
that humour ſures with the colour of his coat, it doth . 
not I am ſure with his calling. Nor becauſe he hath -. 

ot a peculiar title ro diſtinguiſh him from others , , 

ould he be ſo far elated with thar Emincency as toex- - 
pe priority of place of ſuch high Miniſters, who 
unmediarly repreſent Soveraign and independent . 
Majetty, and it he be ſtozet in this poinr, he muſt give 
them leave to be ſtately. 

Bur for his intermedling. with armes,. he is the 
more excuſable, becauſe many others ot his Coat in , 
theſe times are nor only martial direors, byt Com- 
manders and ARors in open field, making . Texts 
their Temples, and finging Te Deum with the noife: of 
the. Canon, fo that thole Wars which are nowin . 
morion, 
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motion, may be call'd The boly wars, being dire&ed 
and managed moſt, by ſuch Miniſters, 

And here I will inſert a late paſlage of a great pr0- 
wvincial Governour, and the oldeſt Martzaliſt of Ampelona, 
who comming to viſit a great Archflamin, that is now 
a Naval General, He ſent to deſire him to have a l[iitle 
patience, for he was diſpatching (ome Captains and other 
Officers, who were to goe preſeutly to Sea upon a deſtgn of 
conſequence. The provincial Governour ſtaying nor, 
the drcbflamin went the next day to excuſe himſelf ro 
him. The Feteran Governour hearing he was there, 
ſent to deſire him ts ſtay a little, for be was newly entred in- 
fo a peece of Saint Auſtin de Civitare Dei,and as ſoon as 
he had read it over, be would attend his Reverence, 

Bur to give Ramundas this prime Miniſter of ſtate 
in Ampelona (for that's his title) his due, (and I ho- 
nour him the more, becauſe the firſt great act. he did 
when he came to the helm was the aliance with 
D74uina) The Royal 77 hath done notable fears by 
the ſtrength of his Counſel, 

He hath debell'd the Claſſicans who formerly ſtood 
upon the ſtrengrh of their own gard, having ſundry 
maritime and inland Forts, and places of faſtneſs for 
thcir ſecurity, but they are brought to ſubſiſt now 
meerly by his mercy, having no other affurance for 
their ſafety, bur his pleaſure, 

And it ſcems he eafily diſpenſerh with himſelf to 

zrforme what his two immediate predeccflors were 

Coed by ſacred tie, and Articleto obſerye. For he 
hath declared long fince, That what the one did, be 
did ut ont of fear ; what the other, hu e7eat ſtre did, he did 
zt ont of love (though he had hii ears often flopped with 
Corcon ad their petztions ) but for bis pait, be neither 
low?d them, nor feard them. 

And it muſt be granted, this was one of the grea- 
reſt weakuelles Ampelont had, for forreign Princes and 

ſome 
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ſome ofher own Grandees, ſerv'd themſelyes of the 
Eusebians, as of matches to ſer her on fire within dores 
at pleaſure. 

he ancient Elms that lifted up their heads ſo high 
in their governments, which ſome held as confidently 
as if it had bin their inheritance, and ſo leflened the 
opinion of the vaſſal to the Yoveraign, he hath re- 
mov*d, and plac'd therein inferior Trees, not of ſo an- 
cient a ftock, whereof ſome are rriennial, others du- 
ring pleaſure. 
He hath mervailouſly enhanc'd the revenues, and 
perquiſirs of rhe Crown, to many millions more than 
it was, though with a pityful excoriation of the poo- 
rer ſort, ſo that from 14. they are mounted to 20 mil- 
lions in the laſt eftimar that was made.

pleaſure. 

He hath diſturbed the paſſage Elzyana had gor 
rhrough the vale, from Sana to Rh:nuſinm. 

He hath fo ſcourgd the Sycomore, who had offended 
him, that he hath ſent him to wander up and down 
for another ſoyl ro plant himſelf in. 

He hath regaind, though with infinite toy] and 
treaſure thoſe Iſlands Eltyans had a while rooted her 
{elf in neer Bombyciza- 

And laſtly, ro bring you nearer home, hc gave the 
Olive many ſmart knocks when he thought to have 
j1 mted himſelf in the confines of his Country, which 
proyd roo hot a ſoyl for the Elayanians, which made 
One 
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one of them ro leave behjad chis motto upon the wals 
of a forſaken Fort. 

O Ampelonians, if we had been ſuch as the world takes 
144 to be, and you ſuch as you bave been wont to be, our 
deeds bad been your's, and yours ours, 

Theſe high fears the Fre hath done ſince he was 
proppd by this Genizs ; And behold lately a mighty 
blefling dropp'd down from heaaen upan him, and 
all Ampelona, vis, a rare maſculine branch ſprung out 
of him, and the lovely 0/zve, his Royal. mace, after 
rwenty three years j yoculatzon, which hath transform'd 
all che world tro wonder. So that Ampelona's grear 
Queen may anſwer her reeming neighbours as the 
Lionefs did the Fox, who reproaching her of ſterility 
and ſuch ſlowneſs in breeding, ſaid, *tis true, 1 breed 
ſlowly but what I bring forth is a Lion; the application 
is obvious ; And I hope the Lion of the Tribe of 7- 
dah wil be graciouſly pleas'd ro make this inexpe&ed 
regal late offfpring a Privce of peace, that his birth 
may quaſh all far ferchd reaches of ambirious policy, 
_ ut Chriſtendome in a new mould of peace, left; 
belides thoſe parts wherin the is already ſtuck,ſhe feel 
in other of her members, rhe prick/es of thar huge 
Bramble, who hath ir for the prime part of his Litany, 
That inteſtine wars be ſtil ſomentcd twixt Chriſlian Prin- 
ces ; And good reaſon he hath to pray ſo, for thegrea-

The aftecAions & us- 
derſtanding of the people were never ſo confounded 
and puzled,nor knowing where to acquieſcc,by reaſon 
of ſuch coun:er-commands, One lide cals the reſiſting 
of Royal commands loyalty ; the other terms /oya/ty the 
openitng of Parliamentary Orders and Ordinances, 
Borh partics would have peace, the one would have it 
with Honour, the other with Truth, (and God forbid 
bur both ſhould go togerher) bur, Interea ringor Ego, 
in the mean time I ſuffer by hoth, the one taking away 
whartthe other leaves; inſomuch that whoſozver will 
be curious to read the future ſtory of this intricateWar 
(if ir be pochble ro compile a ſtory ot ;r) he will find 
himſelf nuch Rtagger'd, and put to a kind of riddle; 
for rouching the intricacy of ir, touching the ſtrange 
nature, or rather the unnaturalnels of ir, ir cannot be

The 
World knowes how free and prodigall I have becn of 
my bloud abroad in divers places, | watered the Hol 
Land with much of irz Againſt my Co-Iflander the Scot 
I had above twenty Dieclyd Batrails, t00k many, and 
kii”d ſome of their Kings in the Field,the Flower de li- 
ces coſt me dear before 1 brought them over upon my 
Sword; and the reduQion of Ireland from time to time 
x0 Civiliry,and to an exatt rule of allegeance, waſted 
my children in un numbers.1 never grudg'd to ven- 
ture my bloud this way,tor I ever had glorious returns 
for it;and. my Sons dicd inthe bed of honour : bur for 
them to glut themſelves with one anothers bloud ; for 
chem to lacerate and ripup(viper-like)cthe womb that 
brought them forth, ro rear the Paps that gave them 
luck, can there be a greater piacle againſt nature, can 
cher be a more execrable & horrid thing?1t a ſtranger 
kad ulcd me thus it wouldnor have gricy'd me halt - 
mMYyga 
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much ; It zs better to be ſtuns, with a nettle thay prick'd by 
a Koſe ; I had rather ſufter by an Enemy, than by my 
own naturall born oft-ſpring. Thoſe former homewag'd 
wars, wherof there happen'd above fourſcore fince the 
Norman came in,were bur as fires of flax in. compariſon 
of this horrid combuſtion both in my Church and ſtate, 
One may find thoſe Warres Epitomiz'd in ſmall v0- 
lumes,but a whole library cannot. contain this, They 
were bur /cratches being compar'd to theſe deep wounds 
which Prince, Peere and people-, have reciy'd by this 
ſuch wounds, thar ir ſeems no gentle Cataplaſmes can 
cure them, they muſt be lanc'd and cauteriz*d,and the 
huge ſcars they leave behind them, would I fear make 
me appear detormed and ugly to all poſterity, fo thar 
] am half in deſpair to recover my former beauty. ever 
again. The deep ſtains theſe Warres will leave behind, 
] fear all the water of the Scuera , 1rent or Thames 
cannot waſh away. 

The twentierh Moon hath nor yerrun her cope, 
fince the two edged fword ,of warre hath rag'd '”and 
done many horrid executions within me, fince that hel- 
liſh invention of powder hath thunder'd in every 
corner,fince it darkned and tore my well remperd air, 
fince I have weltred in mine own blood, and bin made 
a kipd of cockpirt,a Theater of death; And in ſo ſhore. 
a circumvolution of time, I may confidently affirm, 
take battels, re-encounters, fieges and skirmithes tos 
gether,there never happened ſo many in any Country;

>* Am a free- born SubjeF of the Realm 
we Of Ervgland; wherby I claim as my 
| &< native Inherirance , an undoubted right, 
I, © propriety, and portion in the Laws of 
the Land : And this diſtinguiſheth me from a 
Slave. I claim alio an intereſt and common 
righr in the Hizh National Court of Par/ment , 
and in the Power , the Priviledges and Jurisdidtion 
therof, which I put in equal ballance with the Laws, 
in regard it Is the Fountarn whence they ſprinz : And 
this 1 hold alſo to be a principal pare of my Birch- 
ripht 3 which great Councel I honour, reſpect; value, 
and love in as higha degree as can be ; as being the 
Bulwark of our Liberties, the main boundary and bank 
which keep us from lavery» from the inundations of ty- 
rannical Rule, and unbounded Wil government-And I hoid

civility to themſelves, and ro term all the world be- 
tides Parbarians : 6o I may ſay to have cauſe tore- 
zwyce, that 1 was torn a vaſſall ro the Crown cf 
Eng/and ; that] was born under ſowell moulded and 
tempered a Government , which indows the Subj 
wich ſuch Likeriies and Infranchiſements that bear 
up his natural courage, and keep him ſtill in heart y 
fuch Libertics that fence and fecure him eternally 
from the gripes and tallons of Tyranny : Andall this 
may be impured to the Authority and W.ſdom of 
this High Court of Parlement, wherin ther is ſuch a 
rare CO ordination of power ( though the Soverainty 
remztne ſtill enrire, and untransferable in the perſon 
of the Prince) cher is, I ſay, ſuch a wholſom mixture 
"rwixt Monarchy , Optimacy, and Democracy ; 'twixt 
Prince, Peers, and Communalty, during the time of 
conſultation, tht of ſo many diſtin parts, by a rare 
co-operation and unanimity, they make but one Body 
Politic, ( like chat Sheaf of Arrows in the Emblem) 
one entire concentrical peece; and the reſulrs of their 
deliberations, bur as ſo many harmonious diapaſcns 
arifing from difterent ſtrings. And what preater im- 
munity and happines can ther be toa people, than ro 
be liable to no Laws bur what they make themſelves ? 
To be ſubjzet ro no Contribution, Aﬀelicmerr, or 
any pecuniary levy whatſoever, but what they Vete, 
and vo'untarily yeeld unto themſelves 2 For in this 
| compatted 
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compatted Politic Body, ther be all degrees of people 
repreſented ; buth the Mechanick, Tradeſman, Mer- 
chant, and Yeoman, have rheir incluſive Vote, as well 
as the Gentry, in the perſons of their Truſtees , their 
Knights and Burgeſſes, in pafling of all things. Nor 
is this Soverain Surintendent Councell an Epitame 
of this Kingdom onely , but it may he ſaid to have a 
repreſentation of the whole Univerſe ; as I heard a 
flveat well-worded Knight deliver the laſt Par /ement, 
who compared the beautifull compoſure of that High 
Court, to the great VVorke of God, the World ir 
ſclf : The King to the Sun, the Nobles to the fixed 
Stars, the Itinerant Judges and other Officers ( that 
go upon Meſſages *rwixt both Houſes) to thePanets; 
the Clergy ro the Element of fire ; the Commons, 
to the ſolid Body cf Earth, and the reſt of the Ele- 
ments. And to purſue this compariſon a little far- 
ther ; as the heavenly Bodies , when three of them 
meer in Conjund#i9n, do uſe ro produce fom admirable 
eftes in the Elementary World : So when theſe three 
Srates convene and afſemble in one ſolemn great Funte, 
ſome notable and exrraordinary things are brought 
forth, tending to the welfare of the whole Kingdom, 
our M/crocoſm. 


E that is never fo little verſed in the Annales of 

chis Iſle , will find that ir hath hin her fate to be 
ſour rimes conguered. 1 excluce the Scot 3 for the firnz- 
tion of his Countrey, and the quality of the Clime hath 
bin ſech an advanrage and ſecurity ro him, rhat neither 
the Roman Eagles would fly thiiher, for fear of Freez- 
ing their Wings 3 nor any other Nation atrempt the 
work. 

Thefe ſo many Conqreſts muſt needs bring with 
them many tymblings and roffings, many difiurbances 
and changes in Govecrament z yer I have. obfeived , 
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that notwirhſtanding theſe tumblings, ir retained fii!! 
the form of a Monarchy, and ſomthing ther was al- 
waies that had an Analogy with the great Aſſembly 
the Parlement. 

The firſt Conqueſt I find was made by C /audius 
Ceſar ; at which time (as ſom well obſerve ) the Ro- 
man Enfjgns and the Standard of Chriſt came in toge- 
ther. Itis well known what Laws the Roman had ; 
He had his Comzrzay which bore a reſemblance with 
our Convention in Par/ement 3 the place of their 
meetings was called Pretorium, and the Laws which 
they enated, Plebiſ(cita. 

The Saxon Conqueſt ſucceeded next, Which were 
the Engliſh, ther being no name in We/fþ or Trifh for 
an Engliſhman, but Saxon, to this day. They governed 
by Parlement, though it were under othes names ; as 
Michel Sinoth, Michel Gemote, and Witenage Mote. 

Ther are Records above a thouſand yeers old, of 
theſe Parlements, inthe Raigns of King Ina, Offa 
Ethelbert, and the reſt of the ſeven Kings during the 
Heprarchy. The Brirtzſþ Kings alſo who rertain'd a 
great while ſom part of the Iſle nnconquered, gover- 
ned and made Laws by a kind of Par/ementary way 5 
witneſs the famous Laws of Prince Howel., called 
Howel Dhas ( the good Prince Howel ) wherof ther 
arc yer extant ſom Welſh Records. Par/ements were 
alſo uſed after the Heptarchy by King Kenulphus, At- 

phred ,anJ oth: rs 3 witneſs that renowned Parlement 
held ar Grately by King Arthe/ſtan. 

The third Conqueſt was. by the Danes, and they 
govern'd alſo by ſuch general Aſſemblies, ( as they 
do to this day ) witneſs that grear and {ſo much cele- 
brated Parlement held by that mighty Monarch Canu- 
1us, Who was King of Eng/and, Denmark» Norway, and 
orher Regions 150 yeers before the compiling of 
Magna Charta 3 and this the learned in the Laws do 
hold 
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he'd to be one of the ſpeG&aleſt, and moſt authentic 
pzeces of Antiquity we have exrant. Edward the 
Confelſor made all his I aws thus, (and he was a great 
Legis-lator ) which the Norman Conquerour ( who 

liking none of his ſons, made God Almighty his 

heir, bequeathing unto him this Wland for a Legacy ) 

did ratifie and eftablifh, and digeſted them into one 

entire methodical Syſteme, which being violated by 

Rufus, ( who came to ſucha difaſtrous end, as to be 

ſhot to death in lien of a Buck for his ſacriledges B 

were reſto1*d by Henry the fiſt, and fo they continued 

in force til] King Fohn, whoſe raign is renowned for 

firſt confirming Magna C bartaz the foundation of our 
Liberties ever fince : Which may be compar'd todi- 

vers Out/andiſh Graffs ſet upon one Engliſh ſtockgor 10 a 
Poſte of ſundry fragrant Flowers 3, for the choiſeft of 

the Britiſh, the Roman, Saxon, Daniſh, and Norman 
Laws, being cull'd and pick'd our, and gathered as it 
were into one bundle, out of them the forefaid grand 
Charter was extracted : And the eſtabliſhment of this 
great Charter was the work of a Par/ement. 

Nor are the Laws of this 1//and onely, and the 
freedom of the Subjett conſerved by Parlement,burt al 
the beft policed Countryes of Europ have the like. 
The Germanes have their Dzers, the Danes and Swedes 
the Riicks Dachs; the Spaniard calls his Parlement 
Las Cortes, and the French have ( or ſhould have at 
leaſt ) their Aſſembly of three States, though it be 
grown now ina manner obſolete, becauſe the Autho: 
rity therof was ( by accident) devolv'd to the King 
And very remarkable ir is, how this hapned ; for” 
when the Engliſþ had taken ſuch large footing in moſt 
parts of Frances having advanced as far as Or/eans,and 
driven their then King Char 1s the ſeventh to Bourges 
in Berry: the Aſſembly of the three States in theſe preſ- 
ſures, being not able to _ after the uſual manner 
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in {vil Parlement, becauſe the Countiy was unpalſable 
the enemy having made ſuch firm invaſions vp and 
down through the very bowels of the Kingdom ; 
thar power which formerly was inherent in the Par /e- 
mentary Aſſembly , of making Laws , of alleſfing the 
Subjeet with Taxes, ſubfidiary levies, and other im- 
potitions, was tranſmitted ro the King during the 
VVar 3 which continuing many yeers, that intruſted 
power by length of time grew as it were habitnal] in 
him, and conld never afcer be re-afſumed znd raken 
from him ; fo that ever face, his Edifs countervail 
As of Parlement- And thac which made the bufines 
more feaſable for the Xing, was, that the bur then fell 
moſt ypon the Communalty ( the Clergy and Nohi- 
lity not feeling the weight of it J) who were willing to 
ſce the Peaſan pull d down a little, becauſe not many 
yeers hefore in that notable Rebellion, call'd La 7a- 
querie de Beauvoiſin,which was ſuppreſſed by Charls the 
wiſe, the common people pur themſelves boldly in 
Arms againft the Nobiliry and Gentry; to leflen their 
power. Add hereunto as an advantaye to the work , 
thar the next ſucceeding King Lewss the eleventh, was 
a cloſe cunning Prince, and could well tel] how to 
play his game, and draw water to his owne Mill; For 
amongſt all the reft, he was faid to be the firſt ehat puc 
the Kings of France, Hors de pages out of their mino- 
rity, or from being Pages any more, though therby 
he brought the poor Peaſens to be worſe than Las-

n VVirth the fall, or atleaſt rhe diſcontinuance,of that 
nivalh Parlkementary Aﬀembly of the three States, the

Peaſan hath fo dejeted him, and cowed his native 
courage ſo much by the ſenſe of poverty (which brings 
along with it anarrownes of ſoul)chat he is little uſeful 
for the V Var : which purs che French King to make o- 
r1er Nations mercenary tohim, to fill up his Infantry : 
Inſomuch, chax the Kingdom of France may be not 
unfitly compared to a body thar hath all irs blood 
drawn up into the Arms, Breſt and Back, and ſcarce 
ary left from the Girdle downwards, to cheriſh and 
bear up the lower parts, and keep them from ſtar- 


ing. 

Alt this ſeriouſly confidered, ther cannot be a more 
proper and pregnant example than this of our next 
Neighbours, to prove how infinitely neceffary the 
Parkment is, to affert, to prop up, and preſerve the 
Public Liberty, and National Rights of a people, 
with the incotamiry and welfare of a Countrey. 

Nor doth the Subje# nnely reap benefit thus by 
Parlement, but the Prince ( if it be well confider'd ) 
hath equall advantage therby ; It rendreth him a 
King of free and ab/e men, which is far more glorious 
than th be a King of S/aves, Beggers, and Bankyupts; 
Men that by their freedom,and competency of wealth, 
are kept ſtill in heart ro doe him ſervice againſt any 
ſorrain force. And itis a true maxim in a!l States, 
that *cis lefſe danger and diſhonovur for the Prince to 
be poor» than his people : Rich SubjeRs can make 
their King rich when they pleaſe; if he gaine their

with the Kings of Eng/anl; it exceedingly raiſeth 
his repute abroad, and enableth him to keep his foes 
2n feare,his SubjefAs in awezhis Neighbours and C onfede- 
rates in ſecurity, the three main things which go to ag- 
grandize A Prince, and render him glorious. In 
1m, it is the Par/ement that ſupports,and bears up the 
honour of his Crown, and ſettles his Throne 61 ſafe» 
rv, which is the chief end of all their conſultations : 
For whoſoever is intruſted tro be a Member of this 
High Court, carrieth with him a double capacity 3 
he fits there as a Patriot, and as a Subjef: As he is 
the ones the Countrey is his obje&, his duty being to 
vindicate the Publike Liberty, to make wholſom 
Laws, to put his hand to the pump, and ſtop the 
leaks of the great vellell of the State : topry into and 
puniſh corruption and oppreſlion, to improve and ad- 
vance trad: to have the grievances of the place he 
ſerves for redreſſed, and caſt about how to find ſom- 
thing that may tend tothe advantage of ir. 

Bar he muſt not forget thar he firs ther alſo as a 
FubjeF, and according to that capacity, he muſt apply 
himſelf ro do his Soverazens bufines, to-provide not 
onely for his pub/ike, but his perſona/ wants 3 to bear 
up the luſtre and glory of his Court 3 toconſider what 
occaſions of extraordinary expences he may have, by 
encreaſe of Koyall Ifſue, or maintenance of any of 
them abroad; ro enable him to vindicate any affi ont 
or indignity that might be offered to his Perſon , 
Crown, or Dignity, by any forratn State or Kingdom; 
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to conſult what may enlarge his honour;contentment and 
pleaſure. And as the French Tacitus ( Comines ) hath 
ic, the Engliſh Nation was ufed to be more forward 
and zealous in this particular than any orher, accord- 
ing to that ancient eloquent ſpeech of a grear Lawyers 
Domus Regis vigilia defendit omnium, otium Ulius labor 
omnium, delicie illius induſtria omnium, vacatio illus 06 - 
cupatio omnium.ſalus 11lius periculum omnzumhonor illius 
objeffum omnium- Every one ſhould ſtand Centinell :0 
defend the Kings Houſes , his ſafery ſhou!d be: the 
danger of all, his pleaſures the induſtry of all, his eaſe 
ſhould be the /abour of all,his honour the object of all. 

Out of theſe premiſſes this concluficn may be eaſily 
deduced,that, The principa! Founntain wherce the King 
derives his happines and ſafety» is his Parlement : It is 
that great Conduir-Pixe which conveighs unto him 
his peoples bounty and gratitude; the tructt Looking- 
Glaſſe wherein he diſcerns their loves ; now the Sub- 
jeds love hath bin alwayes accounted the prime Cittade! 
of a Prince. In his Parlement he appears as the Sun in 
the Meridian, in the aſticude of his glory, 21 hrs high- 
eſt State Royal, as the Law rels us. 

T herfore whoſoever is avers or diſaffeted to this 
Soveraign Law-making Court, canner have his heart 
well planted within him: He can be neither good 
Subjed, nor good Patriot; and therfore nnworthy to 
breathe Engliſh air, or have any benefit, advantage, or 
p:otetion from the Laws. |

Y that which hach been ſpoken, which i the 
language of my heart, I hope na indifferenc 
judicious Reader will doubr of the cordial! 
afte&tcn, of rhe high reſpe&s and due reve- 
rence | bear ro Parlement, as being the whol- 
ſomeſt conſtitution ( and done by the higheſt and 
happicſi reach of policy ) ther ever was eſtabliſhed in 
this 1//and, to perpetuate the happines therof : Ther- 
fore L muſt te!! that Gent/eman who was Author of a 
Book entiruied The Popiſh Royall Favorite , ( lately 
Printed and exp-ſed ro the world) that he offers me: 
very hard meaſure; nay, he doth me apparent wrong, 
ro tearm me therin No frend to Parlement, and a 
Malignant ; A charaGter, which as I deſerve itnor, fol 
diſdain it. 

For the firſt part of bis charge, I would have him 
knowzthat I amas wuch a frend, and as real an affeio- 
nate humble ſervant & votary to the Parlement,as pofſ1- 
bly he can be, and will live and die with theſe affe&i- 
ons about me : And I could wiſh, thar he were Se- 
cretzry of my thoughts a while 3 or 1f F may takerhe 
boldies to apply that compariſon His late Majeſtic 
uſed in a famous ſpeech ro one of his Parlements, I 
conld wiſh ther were a Ctyſtall VVindow in my 
Breſt, through which the world right eſpic the in- 
ward motions and palpitations of my heart; then 
would he be ceirified of the fincerity of this proteſia- 
tion. 

For the ſecond parr of his charge, to be a Malignant, 
FE ault confel'e r9 have fom Ma/ignity that lurks within 
mesz 
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me, much againſt my will ; bur iris no malignity of 
mind, ic is amongſt the humours, not in my znreffefFugls. 
And I beleeve, there 1s no naturall man, let him 
have his humours never ſo we'l ballanced, but hath 
{cm of this malignity reigning wichin him 3 For as 
long as we are compoled of the four Elements, whence 
theſe humeurs are derived,and with whom they ſymbo- 
lize in qualities z which Elements the Philo'ophers 
hold ro be in a reftlefſſe contention zmongſt them- 
{elves ( and the Stoick thought rhat the world ſubtiſted 
by rhis jnnate muruall ſtrife ) as long, I ſay, as the 
{cur humours, in imitation of their principles (the Ele- 
ments) are in perpetuall relucancy and combate for 
pradominency, ther mnft be ſome malignity Icdg'd 
within us, as aduſted choler, and the like 3 whereof I 
had lare experience in a dangerous {it of ficknes ir 
pleaſed God to lay upon me, which the Phyſicians 
rold me proceeded from the maligrant hypocondria- 
cal efftefts of melancholy ; having been to long in this 
Saturnine black condition of cloſe impriſonment, and 
buried a live between rhe VVals of this faral . Flegr. 
Theſe kinds of malignities, I confes are very rife in 
me, and they are not onely incident, but connaturall , 
ro every man according to his complexion : And 
were It not for this inceffant ſtrugling and enmity 
amongſt the humgours for maſtery,which produceth ſuch 
malignant effefts in us, our ſouts would be Joth ever to 
depart from our bodies, or to abandon this manſion of 
clay- . 

Now what malienity my Accuſer means, T know 
nor 3; if he means malignity of ſpirit, as fom antipathy 
or ill impreffion upon the mind, arifing from diſ- 
afteion, hatred, or rancor, with a defire of ſome de-. 
ſtruive revenge, he is mightily deceiv'd in me; I 
melgn or hate no Creature that ever God made, but 
ihe Devil, who is the Author of all ma/igniry; and 
cherfore 
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therfore is moſt commonly called in French le Malm 
Aſprit the ma/rgnant ſpirir. Every night beforel go ro 
bed, I have the grace, I think God for ir,to forgive 
all the world, and not to harbuur, or ler rooſt in my 
boſom the leaſt maljznart thought; yer none can deny, 
but the aſperſions which this my Accuſer catts upon 
me, were enouzh to make me a ma/zgnant towards 
him; yet it could never have the power to do it : For 
I have prevail'd with my ſelf ro forgive him this his 
wrong cenſure cf me, iſſuing rather from his nos 
hnowledg of me, than from malice; ſor we never min* 
gled ſpcech,or ſaw one another in our lives, to my re- 
membErance : which n akes me wonder the more, that 
a Profeſſor of the Law, as he 1s,thould pronounce ſuch 
a pofirive ſentence againſt me fo 11;ghtly. Bur me 
thinks Iover-hear him ſay , That the precedenc dif- 
courſe of Parlement is involv'd in generals, and the 
Topique Axiom tels us, that Dol/us ver/atur inuni- 
verſalibus, ther is double dealing in univerſals : His 
meaning is, that I am no friend to this prefent Par/e- 
menr (chough he ſpeaks in the plural number Parle- 
ments )and conſequently,he concludes me a Malignant. 
Therin, I muſt tell him alſo, that 1 am rraduc'd, and 
I am confident it will be never prov'd againſt me, 
from any Ajons, words, Or Jetters ( though divers of 
mine have bin intercepted) or any other miſdemea- 
ror, though ſom things are facher'd upoh me which 
never drop'd from my Quill.

C which I am in deſpair to do, while I am thus under 
hatches in this F'eet )I would efteem it the greateſt 
honour that poſſibly could befall me, as I hold ir now 
to be my greateſt diſaſter, ro have faln ſo heavily un- 
der an afflition of this nature, and to be made a ſa» 
crifice to publike fame, than which ther is no other 
proof, nor that yer urg'd againſt me, or any thing elſe 
produc'd after ſo long, ſo long captivity, which hath 
bronght we to ſuch a low ebbe, and pur me fo far be- 
hind in the courſe of my poor fortunes, and indeed 
more than half undon me. For although my whole 
life ( ſince was left to my ſelf to ſwim, as they ſay , 
without bladders ) has bin nothing elſe but a continued 
ſuccefiion of croſses , and that ther are but few red 
letrers found ( God wot) in the Almanack of my Ape» 
( for which I account not my ſelf a whit the leffe 
happy; ) yet this croſs has carried with it a greater 
weight; ir hath bin of a larger extent, longer con- 
tivuance, and lighted heavier upon me than any 
other ; and as I have preſent patzenc? to bear it, fol 
hope for ſubſequent grace to make uſe of it accordinglv, 
that my old Motto may be ſtill confirmed, muSypara

HF produceth my atteſtation for ſom paſsages in 
Spain , at His Majeſtics being ther, and he 
quotes me aright, which obligeth meto him : And I 
hope all his quorations , wherin he is fo extraordina- 
rily copious and elaborate in all his works, are fo; yet 
I muſt tell him, that thoſe irrerchangeable Lerrers 
which paſsed ketween His Majeſty and che Pope, which 
. were originally couch'd in Latine, the language whers 

in 
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in all Naticns treat with Rome, and the Empire with 
all the Princes thereof ; thoſe Letters, I fay, are adul- 
terated in many places, which I impure not to him, 
but to the French C hronicler, from whom he rook them 
in truſt, The truth of that buſines is this : The 
world knows ther was a tedious treaty of an Alliance 
*rwixt the Infanta Dona Maria (who now is Empreſſe) 
and His Majeſty, which in regard of the ſlow affected 
pace of the Spaniard, laſted about ten yeers, as that 
in Henry the ſevenths time, *twixt Prince Arthur and 
( afterwards) Queen Katherine, was ſpun out above 
ſeven: To quicken, os rather ro conſummate the work; 
His Majeſty made that adventurous journey through 
the whole Continent of France into Spain 3 which 
voyage, though ther was a great deal of gallantry in 
(whereof all poſterity will ring, untill it torn ar laſt 


toa Romance) yer it prov'd the bane of the bufines, 


which *is not the arrand of ſo poor a Pamphlet as this 
to nnfold. His Majeſty being ther atriv'd, the igno- 
rant common people cryed ont, the Prince of Wales 
came thither co make himſelf a Ch-iſtian. The Pope 
wric to the Inquifiter General, and others, to uſeall 
induſtry they could to reduce him to the Roman Re- 
ligion 3 And one of 0/7vares firſt complements to 
him, was, That he doubted not but chat His Highnes 
came thither to change His Religion: Wherunto he made 
a ſhort anſwer, Thar he came not thither for a Religion, 
but for a Wife. Ther were extraordinay proceflions 
made, and orher artifices us*d by protraQion of things 
ro make him ſtay ther of purpoſe rill the Spring fol- 
lowing, to work upon him the better: And the Jn- 
famta her ſelf defii*d him ( which was eſteem'd the 
greateſt favour he received from her all the while )) to 
viſit the Nun of Carion ; hoping that the ſaid Nun, 
who was ſo much cryed vp for miracles, might have 
wrought one upon him ; bur her art failed her, nor 
was 
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was His Highnefle ſo weak a ſubje& to worke vpon; 
according ro His late Majeſties ſpeech to Door 
Mawe and Wren, who when they came to kiffe his 
hands, before they went ro Spain to attend the Prince 
their Maſter, He wiſhed them to have a care of Buckin- 
gham; as touching his Son Charls,he apprehended no fear 
at all of him ; for he knew him 10 be ſo wellgrounded a 
Proteſtant, that nothing could ſhake him in his Religion, 
The Arabian Proverb is, Thar the Sun never foiles 
in his paffage, though his Beams reverberarte never ſo 
ſtrongly, and dwell never fo long apon the Myry lake 
of Mentis, the black Turf'd Moors of Helland, the 
Aguiſh Wooſe of Kent and Eſſex, or any other place, 
be it never ſo dirty. Though Spain be a hot Gountry, 
yer one may paſſe and repaſſe through the very Center 
of it, and never be Sun-burnt, if he carry with him 
a Bongrace, and ſuch a one His Majeſty had. 

Well, afrer His Majeſtics arrival ro Madrid, the 
treary of Marriage went on ſtill, (though hee told 
them at his firſt coming, that he came not thither like 
an Amboſſadour, to treat of Marriage; but as a Princes 
ro ferch home a Wife; ) and in regard they were of 
different Religions, it could not be done without a 
diſpenſation from the Pepe, and the Pope would grant 
none, unlefſe ſome Capitularticns were ſtipulated in 
favour of the Romiſh Catholics in Eng/and y C the 
ſame in ſubſtance were agreed on with France.) Well, 
when the diſpenſation cam?2, which was negotiated 
ſolely by the King of Spains Miniſters 3 becauſe His 
Majeſty would have as little tro doas might be with 
Rome,PopeGregory the fifreenth,who died a little after, 
ſent His Majeſty a Letter, which was delivered by the 
Nuncio , wherof an anſwer was fent a while after : 
Which Letters were imprinted and <xpoſed to the 
view of the world, bhecanſe His Majeſty would not 
have people whiſper , that the buſines was carried in a 

clandeſtine 
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clandeſtine manner. And truly befides this, I do not 
know-pf any Letter, or Mefſage, or Complement, 
that ever paſs'd *twixt His Majeſty and the Pope, afore 
or after ; ſom addreſſes peradvenrure might be made 
to the Cardinals, to whom the drawing of thoſe ma- 
rrimonial difpatches was referred , -to quicken the 
work ; but this was only by way of civil negotiation. 
Now touching thar Reſponſory Letrer from His 
Majeſty, it was no other than a Complement in the ſe- 
vereſt interpretation, and ſuch formilities paſs *wi xr 
the Crown of England, and the great Turk, and divers 
Heathen Princes. The Pope writ firſt, and no man 
can deny, but by all moral rules, and in common 
humane civility His Majeſty was bound to anſwer it, 
ſpecially confidering how pun&ual they are in thoſe 
Countries to correſpond in this kin4, how exat they 


arc in repaying vifics, and the performance of ſuch Ce. 


remonies : And had this compliance bin omitred, it 
might have made very il! impreflions, as the poſture 
of things ſtood then ; ſor it had prejudiced the great 
work in hand, I mean, the Match, which was then 19 
the heat and hight of agiration : His Majeſties per- 
ſon was ther engag d, and fo ir was no time to give 
the leaſt offence. They that are never ſo little vers'd 
in bufineſs abroad, do know thar ther muſt be addrefſes, 
compliances, and formalities of this nature ( accord- 
ing to the Italian Proverb, That one muſt ſomtimes 
light a candle to the Devil ) us'd in the carriage of nar- 
ters of Srate, as this great buſineſs was, wheron the 
eyes of all Chriſtendom were fo greedily fix'd : A 
bufineſs which was like to bring with it ſuch an univer- 
ſall good, as the reſtitution of the Pa/atingte » the 
quenching of thoſe hideous fiers in Germany, a1d the 
eſtabliſhing of a peace through all the Chriſtian 
World. 

I hope none will take offeace, riat in this particuſar 
which 
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which comes within the compas of my knowledg, 
being upon the Srage when this Scene was ated, I do 
this right to the King my Maſter , in diſplaying the 
Truth, and putting her forth in her own colonrs, a 
rare thing in theſe dayes.

hard, prove nothiag. Ther is another Ru/e alſo,Thar 
Parubles muſt be gently uſed, like a Nurſes Breſt ; 
which if you preſs too hard , youſhall have b/oud in 
Gead of m3/k, 

Bur as the Author of the Focal! Foreſt thinks he 
hath done, neither his Countrey » nor the Common- 
wealth of Learning any prejudice therby ; ( wo 
maiden 
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maiden fancy having received ſo good entertainment 
and reſpect abroad, as to bee tranſlated into divers 
Languages., and ro gain th2 public approbation of 
ſom famous Univerfries, ) So hee makes this humble 
proteſt unto all the World, that though rhe delign of 
that diſcourſe was partly Satyrical ( which peradven- 
rure induc'd the Author to ſhrowd it of purpoſe un- 
der the ſhadows of Trees 3 and wher ſhould Satyres be, 
bur amongſt Trees ? ) yet it never entred into his 
imagination to let fall from him the leaſt thing that 
might give any offence to the. High and Honorable 
,Court of Parlement, wherof he had the honor to be 
once a Member, and hopes he may be rhonght worthy 
again: And were he guilty of ſuch an offence , or 
pracle rather, he thinks he ſhould never forgive him- 
ſelf, though he were 2ppoigted His own Judge.
